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From  the  President 


Dear  PC  Family, 

On  September  22,  1880,  William  Plumer  Jacobs  at  the  age  of  thirty-six  wrote  in  his  diary: 

Monday  afternoon,  the  1 1  th  was  a  bright  day  in  the  annals  of  Clinton,  inasmuch  it  gave  to  this  city  the  beginning  of  a  college. 
Prof.  Lee  was  directed  to  organise  the  first  of  his  college  classes,  and  steps  were  taken  looking  to  the  improvement  of  our  college 
buildings  and  in  time  the  erection  of  another.  We  fropose  to  get  up  a  regular  college  charter  and  to  start  with  the  intention  of 
educating  our  young  people  to  the  best  we  can  do. 

And  then,  on  October  20,  he  wrote: 
God  is  blessing  our  various  plans  for  work.. . .  Clinton  College  is  working  its  way  right  into  the  hearts  of  the  people. 


For  125  years  PC  has  worked  its  way  into  the  hearts  of  many  people  largely  because  talented  faculty,  administrators, 
coaches,  and  counselors  committed  themselves  to  serving  young  people.  Throughout  the  fall  semester  we  are  celebrat- 
ing our  125th  anniversary  with  a  series  of  events  designed  to  focus  our  attention  on  the  core  values  of  the  College  —  a 
commitment  to  liberal  learning,  the  Christian  faith,  service  to  others,  honor,  vigor  and  athleticism,  and  community.

Blue  Hose  alumni 
Cronic  and  Hanks 
among  new  faculty 

Two  alumni  will  celebrate  homecoming  early 
this  year,  as  they  prepare  to  join  the  Presbyterian 
College  faculty  for  the  2005-06  academic  year. 

Dr.  Daria  Cronic  77  and  R.  Daniel  Hanks  '99 
will  assume  teaching  roles  in  the  departments  of 
education  and  biology,  respectively. 

Cronic,  who  will  serve  as  associate  professor 
of  special  education,  has  particular  experience  in 
teaching  and  program  development  in  learning 
disabilities  —  the  future  focus  of  PC's  special 
education  program. 

She  completed  four  majors  at  PC  —  French, 
English,  fine  arts,  and  special  education  —  and 
also  holds  a  M.Ed,  in  special  education  from  Win- 
throp  University  and  an  Ph.D.  in  curriculum  and 
instruction  with  emphasis  in  special  education  and 
teacher  preparation  from  Clemson  University. 

After  earning  her  Ph.D.,  Cronic  served  for 
two  years  on  the  faculty  of  Brenau  College,  and  for 
the  past  six  years  taught  at  North  Georgia  College 
and  State  University  where  she  was  tenured  and 
promoted  to  associate  professor. 

Hanks,  who  has  taught  since  2003  as  a  biology 
teacher  at  Wando  High  School  near  Charleston, 
will  be  primarily  responsible  for  the  management 


of  freshman  labs.  He  earned  his  master's  degree  in 
2004  from  Western  Carolina  University,  where  he 
was  named  biology  teaching  assistant  of  the  year 
for  the  2003-04  academic  year. 

He  plans  to  pursue  a  Ph.D.  in  biology. 

Others  joining  the  PC  faculty  for  the  2005-06 
academic  year  are: 

Dr.  Craig  A.  Vondergeest  of  Grand  Forks, 
N.D.,  succeeds  George  Ramsey  as  the  college's 
resident  Old  Testament  specialist  and  comes  as 
an  assistant  professor  of  religion. 

Vondergeest  received  his  B.A.  from  Con- 
cordia College  in  Minnesota  in  1990,  his  M.Div. 
from  Princeton  Seminary  in  1994,  and  his  Ph.D. 
from  Union-PSCE  in  2000.  He  has  been  on  the 
adjunct  faculty  at  Asbury  Seminary,  PSCE,  and 
Dakota  Wesleyan  University. 

An  elder  in  good  standing  in  the  United 
Methodist  Church,  Vondergeest  has  been  officially 
appointed  by  the  United  Methodist  Bishop  oi  the 
Dakotas  to  serve  on  the  faculty  of  PC. 

Dr.  Rickey  H.  Madden  joins  the  department  of 
economics  and  business  administration  as  associate 
professor  of  marketing,  filling  the  fulltime  position 
vacated  by  George  Dupuy. 

Madden  received  his  B.S.  in  business  and 
economics  from  Erskine  in  1980,  his  MBA  from 
UNC-Chapel  Hill  in  1983,  and  his  Ph.D.  from  the 
University  of  Georgia  in  1995.  He  has  chaired 
business  departments  at  Erskine  and  Catawba  and 
has  received  institutional  excellence  in  teaching 
awards  at  Erskine  and  Georgia  Southwestern. 


He  served  most  recently  at  Gardner  Webb 
University. 

Two  new  colleagues  join  Cronic  in  the  edu- 
cation department: 

Dr.  Debra  Lee  of  Metarie,  La.,  joins  the 
faculty  as  associate  professor  of  early  childhood 
education. 

She  earned  her  B.S.  in  elementary  educa- 
tion from  Ohio  State  University,  her  M.S.  in 
educational  administration  and  supervision  from 
Jacksonville  State  in  Alabama,  the  Ed.  Special- 
ist degree  from  the  University  of  Alabama,  and 
her  Ph.D.  in  elementary  education  from  Auburn 
University. 

Lee's  professional  background  includes 
five  years  of  full-time  teaching  at  Georgia  State 
University. 

Dr.  Joanna  Lynn  Cresson  comes  to  PC  as 
assistant  professor  of  education,  occupying  a  posi- 
tion that  was  held  by  Dr.  Kent  Phillips  until  his 
retirement  last  year.  The  focus  of  Cresson 's  work 
will  be  on  preparing  future  teachers  in  reading  and 
language  arts. 

Her  three  degrees  —  a  B.S.  in  education  and 
an  M.S.,  and  an  Ed.D.  in  curriculum  and  instruc- 
tion —  all  were  earned  at  Baylor  University. 

Cresson  has  served  for  the  past  six  years  as  a 
full-time  faculty  member  at  Lynchburg  College, 
following  one  year  as  a  visiting  assistant  professor 
at  Texas  Tech  University.  She  also  has  extensive 
experience  teaching  at  the  middle  and  high  school

Commission  releases 
its  final  report  to  PC 

The  independent  commission  charged  with 
examining  what  it  means  tor  Presbyterian  Col- 
lege, as  a  liberal  arts  institution,  to  be  in  covenant 
relationship  with  the  Presbyterian  Church  (USA) 
had  barely  completed  its  final  report  when  feedback 
began  to  arrive. 

In  late  June,  the  Presbyterian  Outlook  covered 
the  Commission's  work  through  an  editorial  by 
interim  editor  Ben  Sparks  entitled  "Institutional 
courage  and  integrity,"  as  well  as  in  a  story  entitled 
"Presbyterian  College  report:  Living  'the  ecology 
of  church-relatedness'"  by  national  reporter  Leslie 
Scanlon. 

Both  praised  the  commission's  final  report  for 
breaking  new  ground  in  examining  the  covenant 
relationship  between  the  college  and  the  church 
—  a  sentiment  echoed  by  PC  president  John 
Griffith. 

"To  my  knowledge,  it  is  the  most  comprehen- 
sive analysis  of  what  it  means  to  be  a  church-related 
college  committed  to  academic  excellence  and  to 
the  Reformed  Christian  Tradition,"  Griffith  said. 
"It  provides  the  necessary  analysis  and  context  for  us 
to  proceed  with  clarity  of  purpose  in  addressing  our 
strategic  priorities  tor  the  curriculum,  the  faculty, 
and  student  religious  life."

Gary  Luhr,  executive  director  of  the  Asso- 
ciation of  Presbyterian  Colleges  and  Universities, 
opened  his  June  update  to  members  and  friends 
by  citing  the  commission's  praise  for  PC's  efforts 
to  clarify,  strengthen,  and  further  enhance  the 
relationship  between  the  college  and  the  church. 
He  noted  that,  "by  many  measures,  Presbyterian 
College  has  closer  ties  to  the  Presbyterian  Church 
than  most  colleges." 

The  Commission's  work  was  also  of  great 
interest  to  Trinity  Presbytery,  the  college's  home 
presbytery.  Last  June,  Trinity  established  a  stand- 
ing committee  to  conduct  a  consultation  regarding 
the  covenant  relationship  and  agreed  to  time  the 
consultation  so  that  the  results  could  be  included 
in  the  commission's  report. 

When  the  five  presbyteries  of  South  Carolina 
gathered  at  PC  in  May  for  a  collective  meeting  held 
every  five  years,  Trinity  Presbytery  unanimously 
adopted  a  resolution  supporting  the  commission's 
work  and  commending  its  recommendations  to  the 
college's  leadership.  It  also  claimed  a  leadership  role 
for  the  presbytery  in  the  priorities  of  PC's  Promise 
and  Challenge  Campaign,  and  dissolved  the  stand- 
ing committee  with  gratitude  tor  its  work. 

That  resolution  was  forwarded  to  all  presbyter- 
ies of  the  Synod  of  South  Atlantic  (South  Carolina, 
Georgia,  and  Florida). 


"In  this  action  I  find  reflected  the  deep  com- 
mitment Trinity  Presbytery  holds  for  the  welfare  of 
the  college,"  Griffith  said.  "Further,  it  demonstrates 
the  highest  regard  for  our  faculty,  administration, 
and  tnistees.  While  it  is  not  stated  specifically  in 
the  wording  of  the  resolution,  I  know  from  many 
conversations  that  there  is  newfound  understand- 
ing of  and  respect  for  the  governance  of  the  college 
and  the  thorough  and  judicious  manner  in  which 
we  approach  our  stewardship.  1  am  extremely 
grateful  tor  how  our  presbytery  handled  its  work 
and  shepherded  its  commitment  to  the  college." 

Griffith  asked  for  volunteers  from  the  college 
community  during  the  spring  semester  to  comprise 
a  commission  reading  group.  That  group,  which 
includes  Greg  Henley,  Peter  Hobbie,  Lesley  Pres- 
ton, Charles  McKelvey,  Morris  Galloway,  and 
Bud  Warner,  has  been  working  during  the  summer 
months  to  review  the  report  of  the  Commission. 

Griffith  will  speak  about  the  church-related 


college  at  opening  convocation  on  August  30  and 
will  ask  the  faculty  and  administration  to  address 
commission  recommendations  shortly  thereafter. 

"With  so  many  people  watching  with  inter- 
est, affection,  and  encouragement,  we  now'  have  a 
great  opportunity  to  strengthen  PC's  already  strong 
reputation  in  the  Southeast  and  to  establish  it  in  the 
national  arena,"  Griffith  said.  "To  all  who  worked 
for  the  greater  good  of  PC  during  this  exciting  and 
challenging  period,  I  am  enormously  grateful.  I 
look  forward  to  the  common  cause  we  will  share  in 
taking  up  the  recommendations  of  the  commission 
with  the  start  of  the  new  academic  year." 

Griffith  added  that  the  commission's  work  will 
help  form  a  new  approach  and  model  to  covenant 
building  that  will  be  used  when  PC  and  the  church 
renew  their  covenant  in  the  spring  of  2007.  Given 
the  national  attention  the  process  has  received,  it 
may  also  serve  as  a  national  model  for  covenant 
making  between  the  PCUSA  and  its  colleges  and 
universities.

New  chapter  awaits 
college's  bookstore 

Picture  this:  PC  students  strolling  through 
row  after  row  of  books,  fingers  lightly  brushing 
the  spines  of  the  latest  and  the  best  publishing 
has  to  offer.  There  are  dozens  of  others  browsing 
the  slacks,  some  whose  arms  are  being  tugged  by 
children  eager  to  point  out  the  newest  title  in  the 
Henry  and  Mudge  or  Magic  Tree  House  series. 

Tfiat  sounds  magnificent,  you  may  be  thinking, 
but  it  really  isn't  an  unusual  scene  in  Greenville  or 
Spartanburg. 

But  wait.  Imagine  a  student  heading  to  the 
second  floor  of  the  former  Relk  department  store  on 
Musgrove  Street  in  downtown  Clinton  and  seek- 
ing out  a  comfy  chair,  the  din  of  voices  discussing 
literature  buzzing  in  his  or  her  ears,  the  distinctive 
—  and  satisfying  —  smell  of  a  new  book  competing 
with  the  aroma  of  the  coffee  just  purchased  in  the 
mezzanine  between  the  first  and  second  floor  of  the 
building. 

Sound  like  a  fantasy? 

This  is  not  only  a  possibility  in  Clinton;  it's 
a  plan  that's  already  been  set  in  motion. 

It  the  dream  of  a  downtown  spot  dedicated  to 
the  buying,  reading  and  discussing  of  books  tops 
the  wish  list  of  any  one  person,  it  would  most  likely 
be  Dr.  Jim  Skinner,  PC's  Charles  A.  Dana  Profes- 
sor Emeritus  of  English  and  a  man  whom  college 
president  John  Griffith  considered  the  most  logical 
choice  to  head  a  1 6-memher  committee  to  explore 
the  possibility  of  moving  PC's  campus  bookstore 
to  the  downtown  area  of  Clinton. 

"Even  before  I  was  offered  the  president's 
position,  Dr.  Skinner  has  been  saying,  'Clinton 
needs  a  good  bookstore!'  Over  time,  it's  become 
a  mantra  for  him,"  Dr.  Griffith  said. 

Indeed,  over  the  course  of  nearly  four  decades, 
Skinner  has  been  one  of  Clinton's  fiercest  advo- 
cates for  a  fully  stocked,  multiple-service  bookstore 
in  the  town. 


"We  need  to  help  reeducate  people  in  their 
habits,  and  the  ideas  we've  proposed  for  the  new 
campus  bookstore  provide  a  means  for  doing  that," 
said  Skinner,  who  added  that  he  is  excited  by  the 
proposed  facility's  space  for  book  signings,  study 
groups,  children's  reading  hours,  and  book  discus- 
sion groups. 

By  the  fall  semester  in  2006,  Skinner  and 
every  other  Clintonian  who  has  wished  for  a 
bookstore  in  downtown  Clinton  will  wish  no  more. 
Although  the  establishment  is  still  in  its  early 
development  stages,  the  recent  purchase  of  the  for- 
mer Belk  department  store  space  at  1 12  Musgrove 
Street  and  the  plan  for  renovations  proposed  by  a 
team  of  campus  and  community  leaders,  downtown 
shop  owners,  students,  and  residents  has  the  hall 
rolling  in  a  positive  direction. 

The  thought  of  moving  the  college's  book- 
store from  campus  may  not  seem  logical  to  some, 
but  schools  such  as  Wofford  College  in  Spartan- 
burg, S.C.,  The  College  of  William  and  Mary  in 
Williamsburg,  Va.,  and  Colgate  University  in 
Hamilton,  N.Y.,  have  relocated  campus  bookstores 
to  downtown  areas  of  the  cities  and  towns  they 
inhabit  —  all  with  great  success. 

"I  think  (the  proposed  bookstore)  will  make 
a  significant  impact  on  numbers  of  people  in  the 
downtown,  giving  them  a  reason  to  spend  more 
time  downtown  rather  than  just  a  few  minutes  to 


pick  something  up  in  one  store.  It  will  have  very 
important  economic  benefits  for  the  college  and 
for  the  town,"  Griffith  said. 

The  finished  facility  will  be  managed  by  the 
Follett  Corporation,  which  operates  stores  at  PC 
and  more  than  700  other  campuses,  and  provides 
management  systems,  support  services  and  used 
textbooks  to  more  than  1,800  independently 
managed  bookstores.  Follett  plans  to  make  the  PC 
bookstore  blend  in  with  the  Clinton  community's 
vision  of  a  local  bookstore. 

"(Moving  the  bookstore)  is  a  good  oppor- 
tunity for  everybody  —  for  the  students  and  the 
community.  This  is  an  important  project  for  us 
not  just  in  terms  of  the  bookstore's  success,  but 
also  in  terms  of  service  —  figuring  out  what  we  can 
do  for  the  community;  what  we  can  contribute  to 
the  town  of  Clinton,"  said  Laura  Leach,  a  Follett 
employee  and  director  of  PC's  bookstore. 

Clinton  city  manager  Sam  Bennett  said  the 
city  is  looking  forward  to  welcoming  into  the 
downtown  area  a  facet  that  has  for  many  years 
existed  exclusively  on  PC's  campus. 

"Over  the  years,  the  city  and  the  college 
have  talked  a  lot  about  bringing  the  presence  of 
the  college  into  the  downtown  area,"  Bennett 
said.  "We're  all  very  pleased  about  the  college's 
long-term  goals  to  serves  their  students  and  open 
opportunities  for  the  city  of  Clinton."

It  would  figure  that  Mathematics  Magazine 
would  not  find  its  way  to  many  household  coffee 
tables  (or  even  multiplication  tables).  With  such 
articles  in  the  April  edition  as  "Transposition 
Graphs:  An  Intuitive  Approach  to  the  Parity 
Theorem  for  Permutations"  and  "Why  Euclidean 
Area  Measure  Fails  in  the  Noneuclidean  Plane," 
it  is  simple  to  calculate  why  the  magazine's  prime 
readers  are  mathematicians. 

Leave  it  to  Brian  Beasley,  PC's  Charles  E. 
Daniel  Professor  of  Mathematics,  to  find  an  angle 
that  would  add  mainstream  interest  and  skew  the 
contents  to  everyman. 

Beasley's  parody  of  Robert  Frost's  poem  "Stop- 
ping by  Woods  on  a  Snowy  Evening"  was  published 
this  spring  in  Mathematics  Magazine,  earning  him 
a  bit  of  national  renown. 

"I've  always  been  interested  in  taking  poems 
and  rewriting  them.  I  can't  say  that  I'm  creative 
enough  to  write  my  own,  but  from  an  early  age  I 
would  take  'roses  are  red'  and  rewrite  it  for  things 
like  Mother's  Day  cards  and  later  for  girlfriends  and 
my  wonderful  wife,"  he  said. 

"I  had  an  English  teacher  in  high  school 
named  Naomi  Williams  who  made  poetry  and 
literature  come  alive  for  me  —  everything  from 
Shakespeare  to  Robert  Frost.  We  had  looked  at  this 
poem  and  I  rewrote  it  for  her,  except  it  was  entitled 
'Sleeping  Through  Class  on  a  Spring  Morning.'  I 
gave  it  to  her  wondering  if  it  would  make  her  mad, 
but  she  was  the  type  of  teacher  who  thought  it  was 
hilarious.  She  loved  it.  So,  having  been  encour- 
aged in  one  parody,  I  couldn't  resist  later  on." 

So  Beasley  crossed  the  divide  and  went  back 
to  his  (square)  roots,  realizing  that  the  end  result 
would  either  be  infinitely  memorable  or  simply  an 
instrument  of  math  destruction. 


The  positive  feedback  proved  the  former, 
so  when  it  came  time  to  nominate  Beasley  as  the 
math  department's  poet  laureate,  none  other  than 
Dr.  Dean  Thompson  was  denominator. 

"When  I  first  read  the  poem,  I  laughed  my 
head  off,"  Thompson  recalled.  "Then  I  noticed 
how  the  cadences  of  Frost's  poem  had  been 
perfectly  preserved;  then  I  appreciated  the  sheer 
cleverness  and  wit  of  Brian's  re-write;  and  I 
thought,  'This  mathematician  can  come  over  to 
Neville  and  teach  English  anytime  he  wants!'" 

"To  their  credit,  Mathematics  Magajirit; 
will  publish  some  interesting  things,"  he  said. 
"I  learned  in  December  that  they  were  going  to 
publish  it.  In  March,  I  went  to  a  math  conference 
in  Raleigh  with  most  of  our  department  and  we 
ended  up  sitting  at  a  table  with  the  guest  speaker, 
who  was  the  editor  of  Mathematics  Magazine. 
I  asked  if  he  remembered  the  poem  and  he  immedi- 
ately said  he  did.  Just  like  my  high  school  English 
teachet,  he  had  a  wonderful  sense  of  humor.  He 
said  he  thought  it  balanced  mathematical  content 
and  humor  in  the  right  proportion." 

The  numerical  qualities  of  poetry  —  particularly 
lines  and  meter  —  make  it  an  ideal  creative  outlet 
for  mathematicians. 

"I  always  have  liked  poems  that  rhyme  and 
poems  that  have  some  sort  of  structure  because 
structure  appeals  to  mathematicians,"  Beasley  said. 
"We're  always  trying  to  organize  things,  generalize 
ideas,  and  connect  them  in  a  new  way.  How  often 
do  you  get  to  put  Euclid  and  Robert  Frost  together 


in  the  same  poem  ? 

"I've  always  loved  that  Frost  poem  because  of 
the  different  rhyme  scheme  that  connects  it  from 
stanza  to  stanza  and  then  it  wraps  up  leaving  you 
wondering  what's  going  to  happen  —  'miles  to  go 
before  1  sleep,'"  he  said.  "1  was  playing  around 
with  it  last  tall  and  realized  that  it  really  is  a  math- 
ematical proof  —  it's  Euclid's  proof  that  there  are 
infinitely  many  primes." 

Thompson,  who  shared  the  poem  with  the 
entire  PC  faculty  last  year  via  e-mail  during  final 
exams,  said  he  realized  that  Beasley's  skills  were 
considerable. 

"The  stresses  and  meter  fall  into  place  per- 
fectly," Thompson  notes.  "Calculator-waving 
mathematician  though  he  may  be,  Brian  has  a 
poet's  ear.  He  instinctively  knows  the  truth  of 
Mark  Twain's  dictum:  'The  difference  between  a 
good  word  and  the  right  word  is  the  difference  be- 
tween a  lightning  bug  and  lightning,'"  Thompson 
said.  "He's  shown  us  how  creativity  and  a  sense  of 
humor  have  a  home  anywhere.  I'm  going  to  take 
him  a  piece  of  pi." 

Beasley  has  been  widely  published  in  profes- 
sional publications,  although  another  literary  effort 
appeats  unlikely. 

"I'm  thinking  about  maybe  handling  Hamlet's 
soliloquy  from  an  algebraic  point  of  view  —  2b  or 
not  2b,"  he  said  with  a  grin.  "But  that  may  be  too 
ambitious.  It  may  make  me  suffer  slings  and  arrows, 
or  however  that  goes." 

Go  figure.

Hampton  Inn  arrives 
courtesy  of  alumni 

A  new  hotel  opening  this  summer  near 
Presbyterian  College  should  he  particularly  wel- 
coming to  alumni  and  friends  —  especially  when 
they  learn  about  its  distinct  PC  flavor. 

A  pair  or  alumni  —  Rob  Hicklin  7 1  and  Ross 
M.  "Buddy"  Lindsay  72  —  recognized  a  need  for 
first  class  accommodations  in  the  Clinton  com- 
munity and  went  into  action,  building  a  101-room 
Hampton  Inn  and  Suites  just  off  Interstate  26  and 
Highway  72  on  East  Corporate  Center  Drive. 

The  PC  ties  to  the  new  hotel  will  continue 
even  after  it  opens  in  August. 

McLean  Hicklin,  Rob's  son  and  a  2002  PC 
graduate,  is  the  Hampton  Inn  and  Suites'  general 
manager.  After  learning  the  ropes  working  for 
Lindsay  in  Myrtle  Beach,  he  views  the  hotel  not 
only  as  a  professional  opportunity  for  him,  but  also 
an  opportunity  for  those  who  love  the  college. 

"In  large  part,  (the  hotel)  is  being  done  for 
the  PC  community  —  for  alumni  who  come  back 
for  Homecoming,  for  meetings,  or  for  football 
games,"  McLean  said.  "This  is  our  way  of  giving 
back  to  that  community  which  gave  all  three  of 
us  so  much." 

Since  ground  was  broken  last  summer,  Hicklin 
has  prepared  himself  for  the  task  of  running  a  hotel 
by  using  both  new  and  old  experiences  —  working 
for  Lindsay  and  earning  the  rank  of  Eagle  Scout 
several  years  earlier. 


"As  an  Eagle  Scout,  I  learned  a  lot  about 
leadetship,"  he  said.  "Working  on  this  project  has 
been  a  great  experience  to  hone  those  skills  and 
allow  me  to  work  with  people  and  teach  them  how 
to  cater  to  individual  guests'  needs." 

Already,  the  Hampton  Inn  and  Suites  is 
generating  a  great  deal  of  interest  locally  and  with 
PC  alumni.  Even  before  opening  in  August,  for 
example,  the  Hampton  Inn  and  Suites  was  taking 
reservations  and  quickly  filling  up  for  Homecoming 
weekend  Oct.  22-23. 

"The  college's  role  in  boosting  that  interest 
has  been  substantial,"  Hicklin  said. 

"The  school  has  been  awesome,"  he  said.  "PC 
has  really  been  supportive  of  us,  especially  getting 
the  word  out." 

In  return,  Hicklin  said  he  wants  guests  to

Subtle  touches  like  chair  railing,  crown  mold- 
ing, and  vanities  with  Chinese  marble  and  rich 
wood  are  designed  to  give  guests  the  feeling  that 
they  are  staying  at  a  five-star  property.  Hicklin 
said  he  also  is  working  with  the  City  of  Clinton  to 
develop  a  one-mile  walking  trail  around  the  site. 
Guests  entering  the  facility  may  notice  the  local 
flavor  of  both  Laurens  County  and  Presbyterian 
College. 

Interiors,  Hicklin  said,  will  include  some  PC 
colors.  Rather  than  purchase  stock  hotel  room 
artwork,  the  hotel  will  feature  reproductions  of

Clapper  takes  reins 
of  the  PC  Fund 


For  the  past  two  years,  Rob  Clapper  increased 
participation  in  Presbyterian  College's  Reserve 
Officer  Training  Corps  by  challenging  students  to 
challenge  themselves. 

Effective  Aug.  1 ,  Clappet  turned  his  challenge 
to  the  college's  alumni,  faculty,  and  staff  when  he 
assumed  his  new  role  as  director  of  the  PC  Fund. 

Clapper  replaces  Josh  Kay,  who  resigned  to 
begin  work  in  July  as  assistant  city  manager  for  the 
City  of  Clinton. 

"The  one  word  I  would  use  is  exciting,"  Clap- 
per said.  "It's  definitely  an  exciting  time  to  move 
ft om  the  faculty  side  of  the  college  to  the  staff  side 
and  wotk  with  Jeff  McNeill  and  the  new  initiatives 
that  the  advancement  office  is  undertaking.  That 
excitement,  energy,  and  new  direction  make  it  a 
lot  of  tun  to  go  to  work.  I'm  ready  to  jump  right 
in  with  both  feet." 

Clapper,  a  native  of  Indianapolis,  Ind.,  arrived 
at  PC  as  director  of  enrollment  and  scholarships 
for  the  Scottish  Highlander  Battalion.  His  work 
with  ROTC  was  recognized  by  the  U.S.  Army 


earlier  this  sum- 
mer when  he  was 
among  27  officers 
honored  nation- 
ally as  recipients  of 
the  2005  General 
Douglas  MacAr- 
thur  Leadership 
Award. 

He  also  served  as 
an  assistant  coach 
with  the  PC  worn- 
Rob  Clapper  en's  soccer  team,  is 

a  member  of  the  Clinton  Rotary  Club,  a  committee 
member  at  First  Presbyterian  Church,  Clinton,  a 
volunteer  for  Habitat  for  Humanity,  and  a  Laurens 
County  Chamber  of  Commerce  Ambassador.  He 
previously  served  as  a  chapter  president  of  the 
Association  of  the  United  States  Army. 

"Rob  has  a  passion  for  Presbyterian  College 
and  that  passion  is  contagious  when  you're  around 
him.  He  is  the  ideal  candidate  to  serve  as  director 
of  the  PC  Fund,"  said  Jeff  McNeill,  executive  vice 
president  for  external  relations.  "I  hope  members 
of  the  PC  family  who  have  not  yet  met  him  will 
take  the  opportunity  to  do  so  during  the  coming 
months." 


In  addition  to  increasing  membership  in  the 
Neville  Society  through  matching  gift  opportuni- 
ties and  educating  students  about  the  value  of  the 
PC  Fund,  Clappet  said  one  of  his  first  priorities  is  to 
increase  participation  among  several  audiences. 

"The  biggest  challenge  1  see  is  getting  more 
participation  from  alumni,  faculty,  and  staff  and 
communicating  to  each  of  those  groups  very 
clearly  about  where  those  dollars  are  going,"  he 
said.  "The  PC  Fund  is  healthy  in  terms  of  dollars, 
but  we  need  to  improve  participation.  That  is  a 
clear  indicator  of  how  well  alumni,  faculty,  and  staff 
will  support  the  college  and  it  is  a  key  factor  when 
we  go  to  foundations  for  major  gifts.  So  there  is  a 
careful  balance  between  dollars  and  participation 
numbers,  but  the  more  we  educate  people  about 
the  PC  Fund  and  why  it  is  so  critical  to  PC  and  to 
major  gifts,  I  hope  both  will  rise. 

"We've  had  tremendous  support  from  the  PC 
Board  of  Trustees,  whose  members  see  the  need  and 
want  to  help.  That's  where  it  starts  —  with  that 
personal  touch." 

Clappet  resides  in  Clinton  with  his  wife,  Ker- 
riann,  and  children  Alexis,  Trey,  and  Olivia. 
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Concert  'intersects' 
with  Youth  Day 

Six  years  could  be  a  lifetime  it  you're  Sparrow 
Recording  artist  Shawn  McDonald. 

Six  years  ago  he  hadn't  recorded  his  genre- 
bending  soulish-tolk  debut,  Simply  Nothing.  He 
didn't  have  record  labels  like  Columbia  and  Java 
Records  knocking  at  his  door.  In  fact,  six  years 
ago,  Shawn  McDonald  didn't  even  play  a  lick  of 
guitar.  He  had  never  taken  the  stage  in  a  club  or  a 
coffee  house.  He  had  yet  to  write  his  first  song. 

Truth  is,  six  years  ago  Shawn  McDonald  was 
just  a  desperate,  lost  kid  in  Eugene,  Oregon,  who 
grew  up  too  quickly  without  his  parents  in  his  life, 
and  who  was  now  full  of  rage,  and  staring  down  the 
barrel  of  nine  felony  charges  for  possessing,  grow- 
ing, manufacturing  and  dealing  marijuana,  LSD, 
crank  and  a  host  of  other  controlled  substances. 

"I  can't  communicate  how  crazy  I  was," 
McDonald  said.  "Who  I  was  then  and  who  I  am 
now  is  like  night  and  day.  You  name  the  drug  and 
I  was  selling  it  and  doing  it.  I  was  a  confused  kid, 
and  my  confusion  boiled  up  into  bitterness  and 
anger.  My  life  had  become  a  hard,  closed  shell. 
I  was  extremely  rebellious,  miserable,  and  lost. 
What  God  has  done  in  my  life  in  the  last  six  years 
is  amazing." 

Amazing  is  also  a  word  often  used  to  describe 
McDonald's  music  borne  from  that  transforma- 
tion. He  will  headline  PC's  Intersection  2005 
Concert  scheduled  for  Saturday,  Oct.  15,  at  Young 
Intramural  Park.  The  rain  site  is  Bailey  Memorial 
Stadium. 

The  concert,  which  coincides  with  the 
college's  annual  Youth  Day,  will  last  from  11:30 
a.m.  until  6  p.m.  Inflatable  games  and  a  climbing 
wall  for  kids  of  all  ages,  as  well  as  refreshments  from 
local  vendors,  will  complete  the  concert  festival 
feel. 

Joining  McDonald  as  a  co-headliner  is  fellow 
national  recording  artist  Matthew  West. 

"The  first  year  for  an  event  is  always  a  good 
measuring  stick  for  its  future.  The  Upstate 
embraced  the  Intersection  2K4  Concert  last  fall 
and  the  Youth  Day  crowd  should  only  add  to  the 
exciting  atmosphere  at  this  year's  concert,"  said 
Anne  Smith,  assistant  director  of  stewardship 
and  special  events.  "Matthew  West  and  Shawn 
McDonald  have  been  touring  together  and  they're 
drawing  raves  from  tans  of  contemporary  Christian 
music." 

McDonald's  story  is  a  moving  testimony  of 
abandonment,  despair,  hope  and  redemption. 
His  songs  are  a  sophisticated  blend  of  organic 
instrumentation,  such  as  nylon  guitar,  cello,  violin, 
and  harp,  mixed  with  hip-hop  sensibilities  and  a 
passionate  flowing  lyricism. 

Expressing  his  insatiable  hunger  and  thirst 
for  God,  the  lyrics  on  his  major  label  debut,  Simply 
Nothing,  reveal  a  personal  maturity  of  belief  that 
prefers  a  hard  truth  over  a  feel-good  lie.

"Honesty  is  huge,"  McDonald  explains. 
"That's  what  I  think  people  connect  with  in  my 
concerts.  I  get  up  there  and  I  talk  about  my  life  and 
my  struggles  and  my  experiences,  good  and  bad." 

The  turning  point  in  McDonald's  own  life 
came  after  his  second  bust  on  drug-related  charges. 
With  nine  felony  counts  hanging  over  his  head, 
he  knew  that  life  was  crashing  down  around  him. 
He  tried  in  vain  to  find  spiritual  answers  in  Rasta- 
farianism,  Hinduism,  and  meditation  before  finally 
offering  up  a  desperate  prayer  to  God. 

"1  did  a  180  and  started  running  in  the  other 
direction,"  McDonald  said.  "For  the  next  three 
years  my  hunger  for  God  was  out  of  control.  I 
couldn't  get  enough.  1  spent  most  of  my  time 
studying  the  Bible  and  reading  every  book  about 
God  I  could  get  my  hands  on.  In  the  midst  of 
all  that  1  started  writing  my  own  worship  songs. 
People  around  me  encouraged  me;  1  started  getting 
invitations  to  play  different  places  and  it  just  gtew 
from  there.  Music  wasn't  something  I  ever  dreamed 
of  doing,  but  it  was  the  plan  God  had  for  me." 

Matthew  West  has  been  on  a  fast  track  to 
making  music  history  since  the  2003  release  of 
his  Universal  South  debut,  Hapfry.  The  project's 
first  single,  More,  held  the  number  one  spot  on 
the  Christian  Adult  Contemporary  singles  chart 
for  a  record-breaking  nine  weeks  and  went  on  to 
be  named  Christian  Song  of  the  Year  by  ASCAP. 
Capping  off  an  eventful  year,  Matthew  was  nomi- 
nated in  five  categories  —  including  New  Artist 
of  the  Year  —  at  the  2005  GMA  Music  Awards. 

The  Chicago  native  recently  released  his 
highly  anticipated  follow-up  recording,  History. 
The  album's  title  cut  was  inspired  by  a  headline 
in  the  music  industry  publication  R&R,  heralding 
the  radio  success  of  his  first  album:  "Matthew  West 
Makes  History."

"It's  not  every  day  you  read  a  headline  like 
that  with  your  name  in  it  that  calls  you  a  history 
maker,"  West  said.  "I  remember  thinking  this  was 
one  of  those  moments  in  my  career  that  I  needed 
to  soak  up.  But  I  also  realized  I  didn't  feel  any  dif- 
ferent than  the  day  before.  Through  that  process, 
I  felt  like  God  was  putting  fresh  inspiration  and  a 
new  theme  in  my  heart  saying,  'Hey,  this  is  why 
I've  called  you  to  bigger  things.  This  is  why  you're 
not  meant  to  be  a  history  maker  in  the  eyes  of  the 
world.  You're  meant  to  be  a  history  maker  in  the 
eyes  of  eternity.'" 

An  all-around  athlete  growing  up  in  Chicago, 
West's  pursuit  of  a  professional  baseball  career  end- 
ed following  his  high  school  graduation  when  his 
father  gave  him  a  guitar.  He  began  experiencing 
music's  power  to  move  people  and,  following  his 
college  graduation,  hit  the  road  as  an  independent 
artist  performing  at  schools  and  coffeehouses. 

He  was  the  first  Christian  artist  offered  a 
contract  by  the  Universal  South  record  label  but 
accidentally  broke  through  a  window  and  severed 
a  major  artery  in  his  left  arm  prior  to  signing.  As 
he  collapsed  in  the  street,  West  remembers  hear- 
ing nearby  construction  workers  praying  over  him 
in  Spanish  before  being  rushed  to  the  hospital. 
Doctors  doubted  he  would  be  able  to  play  the 
guitar  again. 

"The  experience  forced  me  to  surrender  my 
own  dreams  and  ambitions  up  to  God,"  West 
recalls.  "And  so  you  can  imagine  my  joy  when 
God  chose  to  restore  my  arm  and  I  was  able  to  play 
guitar  once  again."

"I've  been  involved  with  Kiwanis  for  more 
than  25  years  and  I've  witnessed  first  hand  the 
difference  it  can  make  in  a  child's  life,"  Yarborough 
said.  "The  opportunity  to  run  for  the  office  of  dis- 
i  hi  i  go\  erni  ir  was  an  attractive  one  because  it  is  a 
natural  extension  of  PC's  motto  and  commitment 
to  service." 

One  project  close  to  Yarborough's  heart  is  the 
Victory  Junction  Gang  Camp  located  in  Randle- 
man,  N.C.  The  62-acre  facility  offers  a  fun  and  safe 
camp  setting  at  no  cost  to  children  with  chronic 
or  life-threatening  illnesses,  and  is  associated  with 
six  similar  camps  inspired  and  supported  by  Paul 
Newman. 


The  Victory  Junction  Gang  Camp  —  the 
only  one  of  its  kind  in  the  Carolinas  and  Virginia 
—  is  supported  by  Richard  and  Kyle  Petty  and 
their  families  to  honot  Kyle's  son,  Adam,  who  was 
killed  in  a  facing  accident.  It  operates  solely  on 
contributions  from  corporations,  individuals,  and 
foundations. 

Yarborough  served  as  a  Kiwanis  advocate  for 
the  camp  in  the  Carolinas  District,  visiting  more 
than  20  clubs  in  the  two  states  to  present  programs 
on  the  camp  and  to  encourage  its  support.  He 
helped  raised  more  than  $300,000  and  was  among 
a  group  ot  Kiwanians  who  were  invited  to  the 
camp  last  August  to  present  the  check  to  Richard 
Petty. 

"There  aren't  words  to  describe  the  feeling  of 
being  at  the  camp  and  knowing  how  many  children 
will  be  able  to  experience  camp  activities  because 
of  the  generosity  ot  others.  Just  as  PC  students, 
faculty,  and  staff  quietly  engage  in  service  projects 
in  the  Laurens  County  community,  Kiwanians  in 
the  Carolinas  District  quietly  but  enthusiastically 
embraced  this  campaign  for  the  Victory  Junction 
Gang  Camp,"  Yarborough  said.  "I've  seen  these 
successes  happen  too  many  times  to  be  surprised, 
but  they  never  tail  to  make  me  proud  of  PC  and 
Kiwanis." 

Yarborough  is  a  past  president  ot  the  Clinton 
Kiwanis  club,  which  sponsors  a  Boy  Scout  troop, 
the  Key  Club  at  Clinton  High  School,  "Ter- 
rific Kids"  at  each  of  the  elementary  schools,  and 


provides  free  books  to  kindergarteners.  He  also 
was  recognized  as  a  "Distinguished"  Lieutenant 
Governor  after  serving  the  local  division  during 
the  1998-99  membership  year. 

He  is  chairman  of  the  Past  Lt.  Governors 
Council,  chairman  ot  the  District  Community 
Service  Committee,  a  member  oi  the  District 
website  team,  a  member  of  the  District  TAG  team, 
and  an  advocate  for  the  District  Foundation  1200 
program.

SAC  Hall  of  Fame 
inducts  PC  standouts 

Former  Blue  Hose  student-athletes  Elizabeth 
Roe  Decker  '96  and  Pam  Deanhardt  Niles  '92  were 
inducted  to  The  South  Atlantic  Conference's  2005 
Hall  of  Fame  Class  in  June,  joining  Cally  Gault, 
Ken  Orr,  Allen  Morris,  Kimberly  Hampton,  and 
Bret  Jones  as  Blue  Hose  who  have  received  the 
honor. 

Decker  helped  the  Blue  Hose  women's  soccer 
team  compile  a  45-1 1-1  record,  and  win  two  con- 
ference titles  and  two  tournament  titles  during  her 
career.  She  was  a  dominating  midfielder/defender 
who  twice  earned  All- America  honors  and  was  the 
conference's  Women's  Soccer  Player  of  the  Year 
and  Athlete  of  the  Year  in  1996. 

She  also  excelled  in  the  classroom,  earning 
two  Academic  All-America  honors  and  the  SAC 
President's  Award  in  1996,  becoming  the  first  ath- 
lete in  the  history  of  the  conference  to  win  both  the 
President's  Award  and  Athlete  of  the  Year  award 
in  the  same  year.  She  also  received  the  Woody 
Hayes  National  Scholar-Athlete  Award. 

After  graduating  with  honors  with  a  degree 
in  chemistry,  Decker  earned  a  master's  of  science 
in  anesthesiology  from  Case  Western  Reserve 


University.  She  is  an  anesthesiologist  assistant 
at  Metro  Health  Medical  Center  in  Cleveland, 
Ohio.  Her  husband,  John,  is  a  former  PC  men's 
soccer  player. 

Niles  entered  PC  as  a  two-sport  athlete  and 
led  the  basketball  team  in  field  goal  percentage 
and  rebounding  during  her  freshman  year.  She 
chose  to  concentrate  on  volleyball,  and  helped 
the  Blue  Hose  to  a  four-year  record  of  1 27-30,  the 
1991  SAC  championship,  and  two  appearances

Time  Warner  Cable 
to  air  two  PC  games 

Coming  soon  to  a  television  near  you 
—  Presbyterian  College  football. 

The  South  Atlantic  Conference  has  reached 
an  agreement  with  Time  Warner  Cable  of  Char- 
lotte, N.C.,  to  broadcast  a  preseason  football 
special  and  five  regular-season  SAC  football  games 
this  fall,  as  well  as  the  2006  men's  and  women's 
conference  basketball  championship  games 

"This  is  a  giant  step  for  the  South  Atlantic 
Conference,"  league  commissioner  Doug  Echols 
said.  "Television  is  an  important  medium  and 
we  want  to  be  able  to  showcase  the  talents  and 
extraordinary  achievements  of  the  fine  student- 
athletes  who  participate  in  the  South  Atlantic 
Conference." 

The  Blue  Hose  football  team  will  compete 
in  two  of  the  five  televised  games  —  at  Wingate 
on  Oct.  29,  and  at  Newberry  for  the  Bronze  Derby 
Classic  on  Nov.  5.  Each  of  the  conference's  eight 
member  schools  will  be  featured  at  least  once  on 
a  telecast. 

The  games  mark  the  Blue  Hose  team's  first 
return  to  out-of-market  television  since  the  2003 
season  when  Comcast  Sports  South  aired  a  game 
from  Bailey  Stadium.  All  of  PC's  home  and  away 
football  games  are  broadcast  live  by  WPCC  Radio 
and  that  broadcast  may  also  be  accessed  on  the 
Internet. 

"The  agreement  with  Time  Warner  Cable 


will  introduce  many  viewers  to  the  excitement  of 
PC  football  and  the  quality  of  Blue  Hose  student- 
athletes,"  PC  director  of  athletics  Bee  Carlton  said. 
"The  broadcasts  include  a  promotional  commercial 
for  the  college,  so  it  will  benefit  the  entire  institu- 
tion. With  the  inclusion  of  a  preseason  football 
special  and  coverage  of  the  basketball  champion- 
ship games  in  which  we  always  expect  to  compete, 
I  expect  us  to  gain  many  new  Blue  Hose  fans." 
The  agreement  also  gives  Time  Warner  the 


option  to  broadcast  four  conference  regular-season 
basketball  doubleheaders  during  the  2005-06 
basketball  season,  as  well  as  a  preseason  basketball 
special.  The  deal  could  put  as  many  as  30  SAC 
regular-season  and  championship  events,  as  well 
as  four  preseason  specials,  on  television  over  the 
next  two  years. 

A  third  phase  of  the  agreement  includes  ne- 
gotiations to  broadcast  the  conference's  volleyball, 
sottball,  and  baseball  championships.

Annual  series  to 
tackle  technology, 
health,  and  medicine 

Health,  medicine,  and  technology  —  and 
how  these  topics  are  presented  in  and  affected 
by  the  media  —  will  he  at  the  forefront  of  Rus- 
sell Program  and  Lanier  Symposium  discussions 
during  the  2005-06  academic  year.  The  series  of 
discussions  will  bring  to  campus  such  luminaries 
as  nutrition  and  fitness  guru  Jane  Brody,  filmmaker 
Morgan  Spurlock  (Super  Size  Me),  and  Dr.  Keith 
Campbell,  co-creator  of  Dolly,  the  sheep  cloned  in 
1996  by  scientists  at  Scotland's  Roslin  Institute. 

"The  series'  theme  will  incorporate  two  main 
areas  of  interest.  The  fall  semester's  concentration 
will  be  on  health  and  how  media  has  influenced 
our  view  of  health  issues,"  said  Dr.  Jane  Ellis,  as- 
sociate professor  of  biology  and  co-chair,  with  Dr. 
Walter  Ott,  associate  professor  of  chemistry,  of  the 
theme  committee.  "In  the  spring,  the  emphasis 
is  on  the  future  of  medicine  and  health  and  how 
the  media  has  influenced  our  opinions  of  what  the 
future  holds  in  this  area." 

Divisions  represented  on  the  planning  com- 
mittee include  chemistry,  athletics,  psychology, 
religion  and  philosophy,  and  the  office  of  health 
services. 

Morgan  Spurlock 

September  20 

Spurlock,  the  award-winning  director  and 
producer  of  the  documentary  movie  Super  Size 
Me,  will  discuss  his  numerous  projects  and  how 
they  relate  to  health  and  the  media.  Two  campus 
showings  of  Super  Size  Me  will  precede  his  visit. 

His  first  feature  length  play,  The  Phoenix, 
won  the  Audience  Award  at  the  1998  New  York 
International  Fringe  Festival.  Spurlock  went  on  to 
win  the  outstanding  playwright  prize  at  the  Route 
66  National  Playwright  Competition  in  1999. 

Spurlock's  first  TV  series,  I  Bet  You  Will, 
premiered  on  MTV  in  2002  as  the  first  show  ever 
to  make  the  jump  from  the  internet  to  television. 
After  producing  53  episodes  of  the  reality  game 
show,  he  poured  the  profits  into  his  first  feature 
film,  Super  Size  Me. 

That  2004  film,  in  which  Spurlock  ate 
McDonald's  meals  three  times  daily  for  a  month 
to  show  the  effects  of  fast  food  on  his  body, 
became  the  third  highest  grossing  documentary  of 
all  time.  Spurlock  won  the  best  director  prizes  at 
the  Sundance  and  Edinburgh  Film  Festivals,  and 
the  movie  was  named  to  more  than  35  year  end 
top  ten  lists  and  was  a  National  Board  of  Review 
and  Critic's  Choice  Best  Documentary  nominee. 
New  York  Film  Critics  Online  named  it  the  Best 
Documentary  of  2004.  It  also  received  an  Acad- 
emy Award  nomination  for  Best  Documentary. 

Spurlock's  first  book,  Don't  Eat  This  Book,  hit 
stores  in  May  and  picks  up  where  the  movie  left  off,

diving  even  deeper  into  the  psyche  of  a  super-sized 
nation.  His  second  TV  series,  30  Days,  debuted 
on  the  F/X  Network  in  June.  In  the  first  episode 
of  the  series,  Spurlock  and  his  fiancee  attempted 
—  unsuccessfully  —  to  survive  comfortably  while 
working  minimum  wage  jobs  in  Cleveland,  Ohio. 
Spurlock's  two  nieces  lived  with  the  couple  and 
multiplied  the  horror  of  trying  to  make  ends  meet 
while  earning  a  pre-tax  wage  of  $5.15  per  hour. 
Another  episode  followed  a  mother  as  she  endured 
a  30-day  drinking  binge  to  show  her  daughter  the 
dangers  of  alcohol  abuse. 

This  fall,  Spurlock  will  deliver  the  irrever- 
ent and  topical  social  comedy  Public  Nuisance  on 
Comedy  Central.

The  personal  health  columnist  for  The  New 
York  Times,  Jane  Brody  has  written  numerous 
magazine  articles  and  hooks  on  health  and  nutri- 
tion and  will  offer  a  unique  perspective  on  media 
and  health  during  her  PC  lecture  and  classroom 
visits. 

Brody  approaches  diet  and  nutrition  from  a 
scientific  angle,  having  received  her  undergraduate

degree  in  biochemistry  from  the  New  York  State 
College  of  Agriculture  and  Life  Sciences  at  Cornell 
University  in  1962,  and  a  master's  degree  in  science 
writing  from  the  University  of  Wisconsin  School 
of  Journalism  the  following  year. 

After  spending  two  years  as  a  general  assign- 
ment reporter  for  the  Minneapolis  Tribune,  she 
joined  The  New  York  Times  in  1965  as  a  full-time 
specialist  in  medicine  and  biology. 

In  1976  she  was  appointed  the  personal  health 
columnist  for  The  Times,  and  her  widely  read  and 
quoted  column  continues  to  appear  weekly  in  more 
than  100  other  newspapers  around  the  country.  In 
addition,  her  articles  on  other  aspects  of  science 
and  medicine  appear  frequently  in  The  Science 
Times. 

Brody  has  written  scores  of  magazine  articles 
and  lectures  frequently  on  health  and  nutrition. 
She  has  appeared  on  hundreds  of  radio  and  televi- 
sion shows  throughout  the  country. 

Her  books  include:  Secrets  of  Good  Health;  You 
Can  Fight  Cancer  and  Win;  jane  BroaVs  Nutrition

Arnold  Symposium 
and  Lanier  Symposium 

Dr.  Keith  Campbell 

March  7 

The  2006  Lanier  Symposium  on  Technology 
will  bring  to  campus  Dr.  Campbell,  a  cell  biologist 
and  embryologist  who  is  best  known  as  co-creator 
of  Dolly  the  cloned  Flynn  Dorset  lamb  that  ruled 
both  science  and  mainstream  media  in  1996  and 
opened  a  debate  on  the  ethics  of  cloning. 

Campbell,  who  was  raised  in  Birmingham, 
England,  entered  the  medical  field  as  a  technician 
after  graduating  from  high  school.  He  later  earned 
a  bachelor's  degree  in  microbiology  from  the  Uni- 
versity of  London.  Following  a  stint  working  for  a 
lab  in  Yemen,  he  began  working  on  his  doctorate 
at  the  University  of  Dundee  in  Scotland. 

He  is  a  pioneer  in  the  research  of  transgenic 
animals  and  their  potential  role  in  the  develop- 
ment of  treatments  for  diseases  around  the  world, 
and  is  scheduled  to  discuss  his  research  and  how  it 
relates  to  the  future  of  medicine  and  pharmacol- 
ogy- 

Before  Dolly  was  cloned,  Dr.  Campbell  and 
Dr.  Ian  Wilmut  successfully  made  clones  of  two 
Welsh  Mountain  sheep.  Upon  Dolly's  creation, 
worldwide  awareness  and  debate  emerged  —  and 
continues  to  rage  —  regarding  the  potential  for 
and  the  effects  of  human  cloning.  Dr.  Campbell 
and  Dr.  Wilmut  later  created  Polly,  a  lamb  clone, 
using  a  genetically  altered  cell  containing  a  human 
gene. 

Campbell  chooses  to  emphasize  what  he 
considers  a  nearly  limitless  potential  for  advances 
in  the  medical  field  that  cloning  and  related 
technology  may  bring  about.  These  include  new 
treatments  and  prevention  of  genetic  abnormali- 
ties, disease,  and  disability. 


Brave  New  World 

Arnold  Symposium  Panel  Discussion 

March  7 

The  annual  Arnold  Symposium  panel  discus- 
sion will  include  a  discussion  on  the  "Brave  New 
World"  of  medicine  and  the  effects  the  media  have 
on  medical  research  and  development.  Panelists 
will  include  Dr.  Campbell,  Dr.  Gregory  Stock, 
Robert  Krulwich,  and  Dr.  John  Bryant. 

Dr.  Stock  is  the  director  of  the  Program  on 
Medicine,  Technology,  and  Society  at  the  UCLA 
School  of  Medicine  and  author  of  the  book  Rede- 
signing Hurnans.  His  name  became  familiar  outside 
biomedical  circles  with  the  publication  of  his  Book 
of  Questions  series,  which  has  been  translated  into 
17  languages  and  has  sold  more  than  55  million 
copies  worldwide.  The  series,  which  includes  col- 
lections of  questions  that  explore  moral  and  ethical 
points  related  to  everyday  business,  politics,  and 
love  and  sex,  are  designed  to  provoke  thoughtful 
discussion  among  pairs  or  groups  of  individuals. 

Stock  also  is  the  author  of  the  Kid's  Book  of 
Questions  that  challenges  children  to  articulate 
their  values  and  codes  of  ethics. 

Dr.  John  Bryant,  professor  emeritus  of  cell  and 
molecular  biology  at  the  University  of  Exeter,  is 
president  of  the  Society  for  Experimental  Biology 
and  chairman  of  Christians  in  Science.  His  latest 
book,  Life  in  Our  Hands:  A  Christian  Perspective  on 
Genetics  and  Cloning,  was  published  in  May  2004. 
Dr.  Bryant  also  has  co-authored  several  books  on 
bioethics,  including  Bioethics  for  Scientists  and 
Introduction  to  Bioethics. 

Robert  Krulwich 

March  8 

Krulwich  has  been  called  "the  most  inventive 
network  reporter  in  television"  by  TV  Guide.  His 
specialty  is  explaining  complex  subjects  —  sci- 


ence, technology,  and  economics  —  in  a  style 
that  is  clear,  compelling  and  entertaining.  He  has 
explored  the  structure  of  DNA  with  a  banana, 
explained  arbitrage  by  wearing  Groucho  glasses 
and  illustrated  the  Texaco-Pennzoil  battle  with 
Barbie  and  Ken  dolls.  He  has  even  demonstrated  a 
video  game  by  driving  around  in  a  car  with  Connie 
Chung. 

The  host  and  executive  editor  of  PBS's  NOVA 
scienceNOW,  Krulwich  was  the  host  of  ABC's 
primetime  series  Brave  New  World,  a  groundbreak- 
ing program  about  technology  and  its  effect  on  our 
lives,  with  subjects  ranging  from  artificial  intel- 
ligence to  human  cloning.  He  appears  regularly 
on  Nightline  and  ABC  News. 

He  won  an  Emmy  Award,  a  Polk  Award  and 
a  DuPont  Award  for  his  PBS  Frontline  programs 
on  internet  privacy,  the  savings  and  loan  scandal, 
and  campaign  finance,  respectively.  The  National 
Cancer  Institute  gave  him  its  Extraordinary  Com- 
municator Award,  and  he  also  won  an  AAAS  Sci- 
ence Journalism  Award  for  Cracking  the  Code  of  Life, 
a  2001  NOVA  special  on  the  human  genome. 

Along  with  convocation  lectures  and  sym- 
posia, the  planning  committee  has  been  working 
on  other  events  to  emphasize  health  and  wellness 
during  the  year.  The  student  members  of  the  plan- 
ning committee  and  Angela  Carroll,  PC's  director 
of  health  services,  are  planning  a  series  of  monthly 
panel  discussions  in  the  fall  on  local  health  issues. 
In  addition,  there  will  be  a  film  series,  an  art  exhibit 
centered  around  the  annual  theme,  and  wellness 
events. 

Since  its  inception  in  1986,  the  Russell 
Program  has  brought  to  campus  such  luminaries 
as  Bill  Moyers,  William  Bennett,  Gen.  Wesley 
Clark,  James  Dickey,  Linda  Ellerbee,  and  Dee  Dee

ETV  Road  Show 
brings  lights,  cameras 
and  exposure  to  PC 

On  a  beautiful  June  evening,  cradling  howls  of 
ice  cream  and  picnic  dinners,  community  members 
gathered  among  the  lengthening  shadows  of  Nev- 
ille Hall  to  hear  a  story  of  a  town  and  its  college. 

South  Carolina  Educational  Television  shared 
that  story  not  only  with  its  local  audience,  but 
also  with  an  entire  state  as  the  "ETV  Road  Show" 
came  to  town  for  a  live  broadcast  that  highlighted 
Presbyterian  College  and  the  Clinton  community. 
The  two  were  also  featured  on  the  network's  "Your 
Day"  and  "Open  Lines"  programs. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Dan  McCall,  minister  emeritus 
of  Reid  Memorial  Presbyterian  Church  in  Augusta, 
Ga.,  and  vice  chairman  of  the  PC  Boatd  of  Trustees, 
was  among  the  guests  on  "Your  Day."  The  interview 
gave  him  the  opportunity  to  talk  about  one  of  his 
favorite  subjects  —  Presbyterian  College. 

"I  have  a  30-year  history  with  the  college,  so,  I 
was  loaded  for  bear,"  he  said.  "I  could  have  talked 
for  two  hours." 

Discussing  the  trustees'  role  at  the  college, 
McCall  said  he  focused  on  the  caliber  and  stature 
of  individual  board  members  —  "extraordinary 
people"  who  are  leaders  in  almost  every  aspect  and 
field  of  endeavor. 

"They  are  great  citizens  of  the  country  and 
highly  committed  to  our  purpose  here  at  PC,"  he 
added. 

McCall  joined  a  majority  of  people  Wednesday 
who  thanked  ETV  for  coming  to  Clinton,  stating 
that  the  broadcasts  were  like  a  "magnifying  glass 
that  focuses  rays  and  generates  great  heat  and 
energy." 

"Having  (ETV)  here  today  is  extremely  im- 
portant for  us,"  he  said.  "In  the  news  of  the  day, 
small  colleges  in  small  towns  get  passed  hy  and  that 
deprives  people  of  knowing  what  a  gem  we  have 
here  at  PC." 

Whether  live  on  the  air  or  during  taped  seg- 
ments, interviews  allowed  numerous  members  of 
the  PC  community  to  polish  that  gem  and  let  it 
shine  brightly  enough  to  shed  light  on  a  range  of 
topics,  including  athletics,  the  relationships  be- 
tween professors  and  students,  CHAMPS,  and  the 
Southeastern  Center  for  Intercultural  Studies. 

Megan  Smith,  a  rising  senior  and  a  member  of 
the  Blue  Hose  women's  soccer  team,  spoke  on  the 
air  about  her  experience  last  semester  studying  in 
Italy  and  then  meeting  her  teammates  in  Scotland 
for  a  United  Kingdom  tour. 

"It  was  an  honor  to  be  interviewed,"  she  said. 
"I  love  this  school  so  much.  It's  a  great  institution 
for  athletics  and  academics  and  talking  about  it  was 
the  least  I  could  do  for  PC." 

The  ETV  programs  gave  a  new  group  of  people 
—  the  viewing  public,  crews,  producers,  and  pro- 
gram hosts  —  an  opportunity  to  meet  some  of  the 


people  who  make  up  PC  and  to  see  the  campus. 

Bob  Schuster,  one  of  the  hosts  of  "Your  Day," 
has  a  bit  of  history  with  the  campus.  He  recalled 
having  won  a  race  at  old  Bailey  Stadium  during 
his  track  days  at  Francis  Marion. 

"In  some  ways,  it's  just  like  I  remembered  it," 
he  said.  "There  are  plenty  of  new  buildings  but  it's 
still  a  beautiful  campus." 

Schuster,  who  wore  a  Scotsman  Club  shirt 
during  the  broadcasts,  said  he  enjoyed  his  role 
showing  others  that  "PC  is  a  great  place  to  send 
your  kid  to  college"  and  helping  people  through- 
out the  state  learn  more  about  communities  like 
Clinton  in  every  corner  of  South  Carolina. 

Shows  like  "Your  Day"  and  the  "ETV  Road 
Show,"  said  producer  Bob  McAnally,  "promote 
South  Carolina  to  South  Carolinians"  by  letting 
them  hear  and  see  what  they're  really  like. 

"By  going  to  these  communities,  we  get  to  see 
places  and  experience  them  and  share  that  with  our 


audiences,"  he  said.  "By  coming  on  your  campus, 
we  really  get  the  feel  for  it." 

More  South  Carolinians,  then,  should  have  at 
least  a  taste  of  what  PC  is  doing  and  what  it  means 
to  its  students  and  to  the  community. 

"I'm  always  amazed  at  the  depth  and  breadth 
of  possibilities  for  students  who  come  to  PC 
—  and  I'm  amazed  at  the  riches  we  have  here," 
said  Genevra  Kelly,  PC's  vice  president  for  college 
relations. 

Kelly  said  Elaine  Fteeman,  executive  director 
of  the  ETV  endowment  and  a  member  of  the  PC 
Board  of  Trustees,  and  SC  ETV  executive  producer 
Dan  Godish  made  sure  the  programming  was  a 
rich  and  vital  experience  for  both  the  college  and 
viewers. 

"I  was  so  proud  to  be  at  this  place  at  this 
time,"  Kelly  said.  "And  I  want  (ETV)  to  come 
back  because  we  have  so  many  more  stories  to  tell 
about  PC."

May  12,2005 

Atter  the  countless  hours  of  raffle  ticket  sales, 
garage  sale  pricing,  and  t-shirt  selling,  we  were  finally 
there  —  the  Atlanta  airport.  Despite  the  long  lines 
and  tedious  check-in  procedures,  everyone  was  buzzing 
with  excitement,  which  couldn't  even  be  curbed  by  the 
looming  eight-hour  flight  ahead  of  US. 

We  all  settled  into  our  seats  and  prepared  for  the 
long  ride  ahead  (luckily  there  were  in-flight  movies  to 
keep  us  occupied!).  The  overnight  flight  seemed  to 
last  for  ages,  as  our  Boeing  777  made  its  way  across  the 
Atlantic.  To  everyone's  relief,  we  finally  touched  1  iwn 
on  European  soil,  ready  to  begin  our  ten-day  tour. 

May  13,  2005 

We  arrived  at  London  Gatwick  airport  early  in  the 
morning,  only  to  board  yet  another  flight  to  Edinburgh,

Exhausted  and  jet-lagged,  we  settled  into  our  seats  on 
the  bus  and  headed  towards  Stirling,  where  we  stayed 
at  the  quaint  Golden  Lion  Hotel. 

After  checking  in  and  trying  to  get  our  bearings, 
we  met  up  with  John,  who  walked  us  over  to  Stirling 


Castle,  which  stands  atop  a  hill  overlooking  the  beautiful 
countryside,  including  the  William  Wallace  memorial 
and  bridge,  which  was  the  historical  setting  for  the  movie 
Brtweheart.  From  the  gardens,  to  the  tapestries,  to  the 
Great  Hall,  the  castle  was  truly  beautiful,  and  we  were 
cut  loose  to  explore  the  castle  at  our  own  pace.  After 
dinner  at  the  hotel,  everyone  couldn't  wait  to  get  some 
sleep,  as  John  informed  us  that  we  had  a  long  week  ahead 
ot  us. 

May  14,  2005 

It  seemed  like  we  had  just  closed  our  eyes  when  the 
phone  rang  for  our  early  morning  wake  up  call.  After 
breakfast,  everyone  loaded  up  on  the  bus,  ready  for  our 
very  first  game  of  the  tour  against  the  Edinburgh  team 
Hutchinson  Vail.  Our  team  was  not  complete,  however, 
without  Megan  (Smith)  and  Brittany  (Nollner),  who 
were  studying  abroad  in  Italy  for  the  spring  semester. 
Mike,  our  driver,  went  to  pick  them  up  before  our  game 
and  found  them  sitting  at  the  train  station  with  nothing 
but  their  bags  and  a  sign  saying:  "Will  play  soccer  for  f<  k  id 
or  money."  Believe  it  or  not,  they  got  a  few  offers  while 
they  were  waiting  at  the  train  station! 


After  a  short  warm  up  we  were  ready  to  play  in  i  iui 
first  international  match.  Hutchinson  Vail  scored  first, 
but  we  came  back  to  tie  the  game  as  Megan  scored  off 
of  a  cornet  kick.  Atter  many  missed  chances,  the  game 
ended  with  a  tied  score  of  1  - 1 .  Despite  the  tie,  everyone 
had  an  amazing  time  just  playing  the  game. 

Aftet  quickly  changing,  we  boarded  the  bus  again 
tor  an  exciting  day  in  Edinburgh.  As  we  drove  into  the 
city,  we  were  all  amazed  at  the  beautiful  architecture  of 
the  city,  which  was  bustling  with  sin  ippers  and  sightseers. 
On  top  of  a  large  hill  stood  Edinburgh  Castle  (the  same 
castle  that  is  the  trademark  for  Paramount  Pictures),  its 
colossal  presence  dominating  the  Scottish  landscape. 
John  let  us  out  of  the  bus  at  the  top  of  the  Royal  Mile, 
which  is  the  road  leading  from  Edinburgh  Castle  to  the 
Queen's  residence  at  the  bottom  of  the  mountain,  for 
a  day  in  the  city.  The  streets  were  lined  with  stores, 
restaurants,  and  small  alleyways  that  shot  off"  from  the 
main  road  giving  the  Royal  Mile  a  sense  of  secrecy  and 
intimacy.

After  yet  another  early  wake  up  call,  the  enthusias- 
tic John  herded  us  onto  the  bus  and  took  us  to  a  dormant 
volcano  named  Arthur's  Seat,  which  we  proceeded  to 
hike  up  —  mind  you,  this  "volcano"  seemed  more  like 
Mt.  Everest  to  us!  It  was  an  uphill  climb  the  entire  way, 
and  by  the  time  we  reached  the  top  our  jeans  were  rolled 
up  and  our  foreheads  were  sweaty. 

The  view  from  the  top  made  up  for  all  of  the  effort 
it  took  to  climb  the  volcano — there  was  a  360  degree 
view  of  Edinburgh,  as  well  as  the  ocean,  and  we  felt  very 
accomplished  as  a  team  to  have  weathered  the  climb  and 
made  it  to  the  top.  After  relaxing  and  reveling  in  the 
view,  we  had  to  do  the  inevitable:  hike  back  down — a 
task  that  proved  to  be  far  less  demanding  and  a  lot 
faster. 

Our  ever-so-perky  tour  guide  (John)  led  us  back  to 
the  bus,  where  we  made  our  way  to  Tynecastle  Stadium 
to  see  Hearts  play  Celtic,  two  teams  from  the  Scottish 
Premier  League.  As  soon  as  we  got  within  a  few  miles 
of  the  stadium,  we  were  all  taken  aback  by  the  crowds 
that  were  forming  on  the  streets,  waiting  for  the  kick- 
off.  Thousands  of  people,  sporting  their  favorite  team's 
jersey,  crowded  the  streets  creating  an  atmosphere 
comparable  to  that  of  a  SEC  football  game  in  the  U.S. 
Fighting  through  the  crowds,  we  made  our  way  inside 
the  stadium  and  to  our  seats,  which  were  four  rows  up 
and  incredible! 

The  Hearts  tans  around  us  were  going  crazy  as  the 
anticipation  for  the  game  began  to  build.  The  Celtic 
fans  were  cheering  and  singing  loudly,  and  we  were  all 
taken  aback  by  how  truly  excited  everyone  was  about 
the  game  of  soccer  (or  football,  I  should  say).  Once  the 
game  started,  it  was  high-intensity  soccer  all  the  way 
through.  Hearts,  the  underdogs,  put  up  a  good  fight 
against  the  number  one  seeded  Celtic,  but  in  the  end, 
Celtic  prevailed  2-1. 

The  match  was  not  the  only  exciting  thing, 
hi  iwever;  in  fact,  what  Premier  League  game  would  be 
complete  without  a  few  arrests,  excessive  cursing,  and 
the  crazy  antics  of  devoted  fans?  All  of  these  aspects 
combined  to  create  an  atmosphere  that  I  don't  think 
any  ot  us  will  ever  forget. 

May  16,  2005 

The  next  morning  we  all  woke  up  refreshed  (and  by 
refreshed,  1  mean  exhausted)  and  hopped  on  the  bus,  our 


"home  away  from  home"  throughout  the  trip,  and  made 
our  way  to  St.  Andrews.  This  medieval  city  is  known 
mainly  for  its  seaside  golf  course,  which  was  the  first 
one  in  the  world.  Many  of  us  ran  across  the  green  and 
dodged  screaming  golf  halls  in  order  to  get  our  picture  on 
the  hridge  on  the  1 8th  hole,  a  place  where  many  famous 
golfers  themselves  have  posed  for  photographs.  I  don't 
think  we  caused  too  much  of  an  interruption. 

Although  known  tor  its  golf,  St.  Andrews  is  also 
the  home  of  St.  Andrews  University  where  (you  guessed 
it)  Prince  William  himself  attends.  Needless  to  say,  we 
all  had  our  hearts  set  on  catching  a  glimpse  of  him  (and 
some  of  us  had  our  hearts  set  on  a  marriage  proposal). 
Sadly,  no  one's  dreams  of  meeting  —  or  marrying  —  roy- 
alty came  true  that  day. 

After  spending  most  of  the  morning  in  St.  An- 
drews, we  headed  to  Crail,  a  quaint  fishing  village  with 
some  really  great  hot  chocolate.  After  posing  for  a 
quick  team  picture  on  the  rocks  in  front  of  the  water, 
we  headed  off  to  play  Falkirk,  our  second  game  of  the 
tour.  Where  our  finishing  skills  left  much  to  he  desired 
in  our  first  game,  everyone  looked  like  a  striker  today. 
The  first  goal,  scored  by  Megan,  was  the  first  of  many 
for  us  that  night  and  by  the  end  of  the  game,  we  all  felt 
really  good  about  our  offensive  efforts.  The  final  score 
was  9-1,  and  we  went  home  happy. 

This  bus  ride,  however,  was  quite  different  than 
those  on  previous  days.  Upon  the  discovery  that  John 
was  the  lead  singer  of  a  pop  group  that  opened  up  for  the 
Beatles,  we  insisted  that  he  pull  out  his  guitar  (which  was 
conveniently  stowed  away  under  the  bus)  and  provide 
a  little  entertainment  for  the  ride.  Even  our  very  own 
Ginny  Wolfe  played  us  a  few  songs!  (If  anyone  is  inter- 
ested, look  up  Johnny  Dark  and  the  Silhouettes. .  .enough 
said).  After  yet  another  long  day,  we  got  back  to  the 
hotel  and  gladly  went  to  sleep. 

May  17,  2005 

"Wakey!  Wakey!"  was  John's  daily  wake  up  call,  and  to- 
day was  no  different.  We  all  wondered  how  he  managed 
to  be  so  perky  in  the  morning.  Getting  up  bright  and 
early,  as  usual,  we  all  packed  up  our  bags  and  headed  to 
Ireland  by  plane.  Unlike  in  the  U.S.,  this  particular  air- 
line was  general  seating  and  really  time  efficient.  Before 
everyone  had  enough  time  to  sit  down  and  buckle  their 
seathelts,  the  plane  was  already  taxiing  out  to  the  runway 
for  take-off.  An  hour  later,  we  were  in  Ireland. 

The  first  hotel  we  stayed  at  was  in  Galway  City,  a 
university  town  with  tons  of  things  to  do.  Before  din- 
ner, some  of  us  went  into  the  city  to  look  around,  and 
found  a  ton  of  unique,  and  very  expensive,  stores,  but 
that  didn't  stop  us  from  shopping  around  and  making  a 
few  purchases.  Everyone  met  back  at  the  hotel  for  a  nice 
dinner  before  going  back  downtown  to  a  pub  called  The 
Quays.  This  pub  seemed  to  represent  all  that  we  wanted 
an  Irish  pub  to  be — from  the  countless  Guinness  drinkers 
that  crowded  the  floor,  to  the  eclectic  decorations,  to 
the  live  band  playing  Irish  music.  None  of  us  wanted 
to  leave. 

May  18,  2005 

After  breakfast  at  the  hotel,  we  took  a  local  ferry 
to  the  Aran  Islands.  Unfortunately,  the  weather  was 
cold  and  rainy,  which  was  not  exactly  ideal  for  our  trip, 
but  we  tried  to  make  the  best  of  the  situation.  After 
an  hour-long  ferry  ride,  we  arrived  at  the  Arans  Island, 
which  is  known  for  its  wool  sweaters.  The  island  was 
rustic,  to  say  the  least — with  a  population  as  big  as  that 
of  PC,  it  was  far  from  crowded.  The  island,  which  is 
only  five  miles  long  and  two  miles  wide,  contains  20,000 
miles  of  stone  wall! 


And  what  was  within  those  stone  walls,  you  ask? 
Sheep.  Lots  and  lots  of  sheep. 

Because  of  the  cold  and  rainy  weather,  no  one 
really  felt  like  biking  around  the  island,  so  some  of  the 
team  took  a  bus  tour  to  Dun  Aengus,  a  beautiful  stone 
cliff  fortress.  The  cliffs  rose  300  feet  above  the  ocean, 
and  many  of  us  laid  on  our  stomachs  and  hung  over  the 
edge  of  the  cliff,  putting  a  little  fear  into  the  hearts  of 
Coach  Purcell  and  all  the  moms  that  were  chaperoning. 
While  some  visited  the  fortress,  others  chose  to  visit  a 
local  puh  where  they  met  a  very  interesting  character 
(for  lack  of  a  better  word). 

By  five  o'clock  we  were  all  ready  to  go  back  to  the 
hotel  and  take  a  hot  shower.  The  terry  barely  made 
its  way  out  of  the  dock  before  our  entire  team  was  fast 
asleep  (Coach  Clapper  has  blackmail  pictures  if  anyone 
is  interested).  Dinner,  a  hot  shower,  and  a  warm  bed 
were  all  we  wanted  that  night. 

May  19,  2005 

In  honor  of  our  last  day  in  Galway  City,  we  ate 
breakfast  at  the  hotel  and  made  our  way  into  the  city 
for  one  last  shopping  excursion.  After  a  few  hours  on 
our  own,  we  met  back  at  the  bus,  shopping  bags  in  hand. 
En  route  to  the  Cliffs  of  Moher,  our  bus  driver  stopped 
on  the  side  of  the  road  at  cliffs  a  few  hundred  yards 
away  from  the  road.  We  ventured  down  to  the  edge  of 
the  cliffs  and  could  see  down  the  coast  for  miles.  The 
view  was  gorgeous  as  the  waves  came  crashing  onto  the 
rocky  cliffs,  spraying  water  into  the  air.  At  one  point, 
the  waves  got  so  big,  that  a  few  of  us  had  to  run  towards 
the  shore  to  avoid  getting  soaked.  We  almost  felt  like 
we  were  at  a  water  park! 

We  loaded  the  bus  yet  again  and  drove  the  short 
distance  to  the  Cliffs  of  Moher,  passing  through  a  small 
Irish  town  known  for  its  annual  matchmaking  festival. 
Singles  from  all  over  the  world  come  to  the  town  dur- 
ing the  summer  and  try  to  find  a  mate,  and  according 
to  John,  they  don't  speed  date  —  they  like  to  take  their 
time.  We  decided  that  if  we  ever  got  that  desperate,  we 
knew  where  to  go... 

Finally,  we  reached  the  Cliffs  of  Moher,  which 
proved  to  be  well  worth  the  trip.  The  view  was  pic- 
turesque and  seemed  to  be  straight  off  of  the  front  of  a 
post  card.  Even  though  it  was  a  cloudy  day,  the  scenery 
was  still  breathtaking.  From  the  castle  at  the  top  of  one 
of  the  cliffs,  you  could  see  the  waves  crashing  against 
the  rocks  on  the  shore,  as  well  as  the  surrounding  area 
known  as  "The  Burren" — one  of  the  most  barren  parts 
of  Ireland,  where  the  population  of  sheep  far  outweighs 
the  human  population. 

After  an  hour  or  so  at  the  Cliffs,  we  made  our  way 
to  Limerick,  one  of  the  largest  cities  in  Ireland.  After 
our  evening  meal,  the  team  spent  the  night  out  on  the 
town  in  a  local  pub  called  Dolan's.  Here,  we  all  enjoyed 
our  last  true  night  out  in  Ireland. 

May  20,  2005 

The  next  morning  we  traveled  to  Adare,  which  is 
known  as  the  most  beautiful  city  in  Ireland.  We  stopped 
for  an  hour  and  looked  around  the  town  before  heading 
to  Bunrotty  Castle.  We  took  a  tour  of  the  16th  century 
castle  and  were  able  to  climb  the  winding  staircases  to 
the  upper  rooms  and  the  roof.  Outside  of  the  castle  was 
a  folk  village  that  re-created  what  life  would  have  been 
like  during  that  time,  complete  with  thatched  roofed 
cottages  and  farm  animals. 

After  leaving  the  castle,  we  headed  to  our  final 
game  of  the  tour  against  the  Lifford  Ladies.  This  game 
was  by  far  the  most  competitive  match  of  the  trip.  Many 
of  the  players  tor  Lifford  had  played  on  the  Irish  national 


team,  and  some  were  from  Division  1  schools  in  the  U.S. 
The  game  remained  scoreless  until  the  last  few  minutes, 
when  the  ball  took  an  unfortunate  bounce  (actually,  it 
bounced  off  of  the  large,  crater-like  hole  in  the  field), 
giving  Lifford  the  victory.  The  game  was  very  evenly 
matched,  however,  and  despite  the  loss  it  felt  really  g< « id 
to  play  in  a  really  competitive  game. 

When  the  game  was  over,  the  ladies  from  Lifford 
hosted  hospitality  in  a  local  puh,  providing  us  with 
post-game  food  and  dunks.  It  was  really  interesting  to 
talk  with  the  players  from  the  other  team,  and  1  think 
we  all  realbed  that  we  are  not  that  different  from  one 
another.  After  our  hosts  had  a  few  beers,  their  players 
began  to  sing  and  dance  on  barstools,  which  really  did 
wonders  to  loosen  up  the  mood.  After  the  initial  shock 
of  seeing  Irish  soccer  players  trying  to  Riverdance  (and 
tailing  miserably),  we  felt  like  we  needed  to  participate 
a  little  more  in  the  festivities.  With  a  little  begging,  we 
persuaded  Hannah  and  Caroline  to  do  their  "Shut  Up" 
Dance,  which,  if  you  haven't  seen,  do  so  immediately 
(and  if  they  refuse  to  do  it,  don't  worry  because  we 
captured  the  moment  on  camera! ).  Needless  to  say,  we 
all  had  a  really  great  time  and  forgot  all  about  our  1-0 


May  21,  2005 

Being  our  last  true  day  of  the  tour,  we  were  all  ab- 
solutely, totally,  and  completely  exhausted,  and  our  4:00 
am  wake  up  call  didn't  exactly  help.  We  trudged  to  the 
bus  and  headed  to  Shannon  International  Airport  for  our 
flight  to  London.  When  we  got  to  our  hotel,  which  was 
located  right  next  to  England's  National  Soccer  Stadium, 
John  set  us  loose  for  the  day  in  the  city.  A  large  group  of 
us  went  to  see  the  changing  of  the  guards  at  Buckingham 
Palace.  Strangely  enough,  we  were  standing  right  beside 
Dr.  Nelson's  roommate  from  PC,  who  upon  seeing  the 
logo  on  our  jackets,  started  to  tell  us  funny  stories  about 
his  college  days  with  one  of  PC's  best  history  professors. 
What  are  the  odds?  1  guess  it  really  is  a  small  world... 

From  Westminster  Abbey,  Big  Ben,  Parliament, 
Trafalgar  Square,  the  Millenium  Wheel,  and  countless 
museums,  we  soon  discovered  that  we  would  never  have 
enough  time  to  see  the  entire  city  in  one  day,  even 
though  we  just  about  killed  ourselves  trying!  After  a 
long  day  of  sightseeing,  we  met  back  at  the  hotel  for  a 
team  meeting  to  show  our  gratitude  to  John  and  Mike 
for  putting  up  with  us  tor  ten  days.  I  know  that  we  were 
all  thankful  to  have  such  caring,  funny,  and  helpful  tour 
guides  such  as  "Uncle  John"  and  "Uncle  Mike." 

May  22,  2005 

Five  o'clock  AM  came  too  soon,  and  the  only  thing 
that  stood  between  home  and  us  was  a  nine-hour  flight. 
When  John  and  Mike  dropped  us  off  at  the  airport,  we 
were  very  sad  to  see  them  go.  Despite  our  exhaustion, 
we  all  felt  really  thankful  and  fortunate  to  have  such  a 
great,  memorable  experience.  Some  people  never  get 
the  opportunity  to  go  abroad,  and  many  do  not  get  the 
chance  to  tour  Europe  with  eighteen  of  their  closest 
friends  and  teammates. 

Upon  arriving  in  the  Atlanta  airport,  everyone 
was  greeted  by  family  members  and,  in  this  moment,  1 
think  we  were  all  really  happy  to  be  home.  In  the  end, 
all  of  the  hours  spent  fundraising  and  planning  were 
well  worth  all  of  the  memories  we  made.  We  not  only 
became  a  better  soccer  team  in  our  ten  days,  but  also 
were  able  to  see  things  that  we  had  only  seen  in  books 
or  in  movies.  I  know  that  we  are  all  appreciative  of  the 
opportunity  we've  been  given,  and  will  never  forget  our 
time  spent  in  Europe.

On  May  7,  three  members  of  PC's  Class  of 
2005  —  Caroline  Blakely,  Amy  Wilson-Stayton, 
and  Rehecca  Long  —  added  new  facets  to  the  con- 
fluence of  events  that  unite  them.  In  addition  to 
graduating  from  the  college  —  an  accomplishment 
that  would  unite  them  forever  as  alumnae  —  they 
also  have  made  plans  to  join  their  parents  in  the 
ministry. 

Their  parents'  role  in  the  story  begins  in  the 
fall  of  1975,  according  to  the  Rev.  Charles  Blakely, 
an  adjunct  professor  of  religion  at  PC.  He  and 
his  wife,  the  Rev.  Nancy  Blakely,  met  on  their 
first  day  at  seminary,  began  dating  right  away,  and 
were  married  in  1977.  As  they  studied  to  become 
ministers,  they  met  and  became  friends  with  two 
married  couples  —  the  Reverends  Claude  and 
Margaret  Wilson-Stayton  and  the  Reverends  Zeb 
and  Laura  Long. 

Obviously,  their  collective  ministries  took 
the  three  couples  to  different  places  —  different 
churches  and  different  states.  But  Presbyterian 
College  —  from  which  none  of  the  group  earned 
undergraduate  degrees  —  would  unite  them  once 
again. 

Ironically,  Caroline  Blakely  once  had  plans  to 
the  contrary  that  obviously  would  have  made  the 
connection  with  her  classmates  much  less  conver- 
gent. In  high  school,  for  instance,  she  hoped  to 
go  to  college  anywhere  other  than  the  place  where 
her  father  teaches  as  an  adjunct. 

"I  didn't  grow  up  wanting  to  go  to  PC,"  she 
said.  "I  knew  so  much  about  it  and  I  always  thought 
it  was  too  close.  Then  I  decided  during  my  senior 
year  in  high  school  that  the  things  I  was  looking 
for  in  a  college  were  right  there  and  I  finally  ended 
up  at  PC.  I'm  certainly  glad  it  worked  out  like  it 
did." 

The  early  childhood  education  major  is  also 
glad  that  her  future  is  working  out  like  it  is  —  again 
despite  her  initial  plans. 

"This  past  year,  I  decided  that  1  didn't  feel 
personally  ready  to  go  into  teaching,  so  I  started 
looking  at  graduate  schools,"  Blakely  said. 

"But  I  couldn't  find  the  right  program  for  me. 
Things  just  weren't  working  out,  so  I  took  a  step 
back  and  starting  to  figure  out  what  1  wanted  to 
do." 

As  divine  providence  might  have  it,  the 
answer  was  once  again  found  right  on  campus. 

"1  was  a  member  of  (the  campus  ministry) 
bluetish  for  two  years  and  I  felt  very  nurtured 
by  being  a  part  of  that  group  working  with  the 
chaplain,"  Blakely  said.  "So,  I  started  thinking,  if 
I  enjoyed  that  so  much,  why  not  turn  it  into  my 
career.'  After  that,  everything  seemed  to  fall  into 
place." 

That  included  a  summer  job  as  an  intern 
for  camp  and  conference  ministry  based  at  the 
national  offices  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  (USA) 
in  Louisville,  Ky.  During  the  last  several  weeks, 
Blakely  has  traveled  to  camps  and  conferences  in 
Michigan,  New  Hampshire,  New  Jersey,  and  New 
York  learning  more  not  only  about  the  church  and 
its  work  but  also  about  herself. 


"This  job  has  been  a  great  experience,"  she 
said.  "I've  been  able  to  see  such  a  wide  variety 
of  activities  and  programs  and  leam  how  they're 
organized  and  how  they  work.  I  am  delaying  semi- 
nary for  a  year,  but  I  know  that  I  want  to  work  with 
young  people  in  my  ministry  and  this  internship 
has  given  me  a  way  to  explore  that  avenue. . ..  It 
has  been  a  great  re-affirmation  that  this  is  what  I 
feel  called  to  do." 

Rebecca  Long  has  known  she  was  destined 
for  the  ministry  since  her  freshman  year  at  PC. 
"I  always  knew  1  wanted  to  go  into  the  ministry," 
she  said,  "but  it  wasn't  until  my  junior  year  that  I 
really  started  to  think  about  it  in  terms  of  exactly 
what  I  was  going  to  do  and  where  I  was  going 
to  go." 

This  fall,  Long  will  leave  her  home  in  Black 
Mountain,  N.C.,  for  Fuller  Theological  Seminary 
in  Pasadena,  Calif.,  where  she  will  take  her  degree 
in  music  and  develop  it  into  a  ministry  using  music 
as  a  tool  for  missions. 

Whether  early  bird  or  late  bloomer,  these  new 
ministers-in-training  also  have  in  common  par- 
ents who  are  proud  of  their  daughters'  choices  to 
actively  involve  themselves  in  God's  ministry. 


"My  parents  are  really  excited  about  me  going 
into  the  ministry,"  said  Long.  "We  all  believe  that 
God  has  a  purpose  for  me  and  has  been  leading  me 
throughout  my  life.  I  am  just  answering  his  call  to 
serve.  My  parents  are  a  little  sad  because  I'm  going 
to  seminary  in  California  but  they're  definitely 
happy  for  me  also." 

Blakely  admits  she  surprised  her  parents  by 
announcing  that  she,  too,  would  become  a  minister 
but  adds  that  they've  also  trusted  her  to  figure  out 
for  herself  what  she  would  make  of  her  future. 

"I  can  tell  they're  really  happy  about  it  because 
they  love  telling  everybody  —  especially  all  the 
pastors  they  know,"  she  said. 

Charles  Blakely  is  noticeably  proud  of  the 
young  woman  who  graduated  in  May  —  for  more 
than  the  obvious  reasons.  Last  year,  he  and  his 
wife  lost  their  oldest  daughter  and  Caroline's  sister, 
Anne.  He  believes  the  ensuing  soul-searching 
undoubtedly  played  a  role  in  the  outcome  this 
year. 

"I  believe  Anne's  death  was  an  important 
factor  in  getting  Caroline  to  think  more  seriously 
about  her  life  and  the  things  of  God,"  he  said.  "She 
came  out  of  it  so  well  —  and  I  think  that  says  a  lot 
about  her  character." 


Caroline's  dad  can't  help  but  smile,  though, 
knowing  that  his  daughter  will  become  another 
"Rev.  Blakely." 

"All  of  us  are  called  to  what  God  calls  us  to 
do,"  he  said.  "Ministers  aren't  the  only  ones  called 
to  a  profession.  But  Nancy  and  I  are  proud  that 
Caroline  has  found  what  she  believes  is  her  calling 
in  life.  I'm  not  sure  I'm  any  more  proud  than  if  she 
had  chosen  another  profession  but,  in  a  way,  it  is 
flattering." 

And  to  think,  Max  Frisch,  that  these  stories  of 
parents,  ministers,  daughters,  and  futures  find  their 
junction  at  a  small  liberal  arts  college  in  Clinton, 

s.c. 

"It's  really  neat  how  this  all  happened  togeth- 
er," said  Long.  "It  will  definitely  give  us  something 
we'll  always  be  able  to  talk  about  at  reunions." 

They  won't  be  the  only  ones  talking  about  it. 

"It's  strange  isn't  it?"  said  Charles  Blakely. 
"All  three  clergy  couples  having  daughters  at  the 
same  time  and  sending  them  to  PC.  It's  unusual 
and  kind  of  odd.  If  you  had  told  us  in  seminary  that 
this  would  happen,  it  would  be  hard  to  believe.  But 
I  also  see  the  hand  of  God  in  this  —  passing  the 
torch  to  the  next  generation."

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October  11, 1880, 

according  to  the  minutes  of  a  fateful 
session  meeting  at  First  Presbyterian 
Church  in  Clinton,  "the  College  of 
Clinton,  to  be  under  Presbyterian 
influence  and  control,  was  organized 
today." 

Having  already  founded  an  orphanage  —  called  "Jacob's  Folly" 
in  those  days,  but  now  known  as  the  Thorn  well  Home  and  School 
for  Children  —  the  church's  minister,  Dr.  William  Plumer  Jacobs, 
displayed  equal  faith,  courage,  and  determination  as  he  set  out  to 
start  a  college  in  a  town  noted  more  at  the  time  for  its  barrooms 
and  gambling  houses  than  for  its  civic  pride. 

"I  have  at  last  set  my  heart  on  a  plan  that  is  nothing  more  nor 
less  than  the  establishment  of  a  college  at  Clinton,"  Jacobs  noted 
in  his  diary.  "It  will  take  a  vast  outlay  of  time  and  money  but  it  can 
be  done  and,  God  willing,  it  shall  be  done." 


And  so  it  was 

—  a  seed  of  faith  planted  into  soil  made  fertile  by  hard 
work;  inspiration  that  blossomed  into  an  academy  for  the 
liberal  arts  framed  by  Christian  values. 

Now,  125  years  later,  Presbyterian  College  will  celebrate 
the  fruits  of  those  late- 19th  century  labors  —  the  years  of 
sustained  support,  the  new  dreams,  and  the  emergence  of 
the  college  as  a  leading  institution  of  higher  learning. 

This  fall's  125th  celebration  will  focus  not  only  on  PC's 
past  but  also  launch  the  college  into  the  future. 

"We  certainly  want  to  celebrate  the  life  and  work  of  our 
founder,"  said  PC  president  Dr.  John  Griffith,  "but  we  also 
want  to  celebrate  the  hundreds  and  hundreds  of  people 
over  125  years  who  have  given  their  talents  to  ensure  that 
PC  is  an  institution  of  distinctive  quality."

Perhaps  the  single  largest  gathering  of  Blue 
Hose  will  he  assembled  this  fall  when  Presbyterian 
College  invites  the  entire  college  family  to

Griffith  will  help  set  the  tone  for  the  coming  year  and  the  celebration  of 
the  college's  125th  anniversary  during  his  Opening  Convocation  address  on 
Aug.  30.  A  pipe  and  drum  corps  will  add  a  little  extra  pomp  to  the  official 
opening  of  the  2005-06  academic  year,  which  also  features  the  traditional 
signing  of  the  Roll  of  Honor  by  members  of  the  freshman  class,  transfer 
students,  and  new  faculty  members. 

"PC's  Honor  Code  is  a  big  part  of  who  we  are  and  is  a  fundamental  part 
of  Opening  Convocation,"  said  vice  president  for  college  relations  Genevra 
Kelly.  "It's  the  bedrock  of  the  academy  and  the  platform  for  honor  and 
integrity  at  the  institution."

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KIRKIN  O  THE  TARTANS 

WITH  THORNWELL,  AND  FIRST  PRESBYTERIAN  CHURCH 


Presbyterian  College,  Thornwell 
School  and  Home  for  Children,  and  First 
Presbyterian  Church  of  Clinton  will  open 
wide  their  arms  to  embrace  both  their 
Scottish  and  Christian  heritages  this  fall 
when  the  "clans"  of  all  three  institutions 
gather  for  a  traditional  Kirkin'  o'  the 
Tartans. 

The  joint  worship  service  will  take 
place  at  10:30  a.m.  Sunday,  Oct.  23,  in 
Belk  Auditorium,  with  the  Rev.  Dr.  Jeri 
Parris  Perkins,  a  1981 
graduate  of  PC  who  is 
now  the  pastor  of  First 
Presbyterian  Church 
in  Hartsville,  S.C., 
presiding. 

The  Kirkin'  o' 
the  Tartans  service 
in  the  United  States 
originated  with 
the  late  Rev.  Peter 
Marshall,  the  pastor 
of  New  York  Avenue 
Presbyterian  Church 
in  Washington,  D.C., 
and  chaplain  to  the 
U.S.  Senate  from 
1947-49.  Assisted 
by  the  St.  Andrews 
Society  of  Washing- 
ton, Marshall  mus- 
tered the  clans  for  a 
kirkin'  (churching) 
service  that  raised 
money  to  aid  Scot- 
tish churches  during 
World  War  II  while  also  celebrating  the 
Scots'  religious  heritage. 

For  PC,  Thornwell,  and  First 
Presbyterian,  the  Kirkin'  will  be  a  celebra- 
tion of  the  church's  role  in  the  community 
and  is  rooted  not  only  in  the  Presbyterian 
Church  in  Scotland,  but  also  in  the  his- 
tory of  the  Scots-Irish  who  settled  in  the 
Carolinas. 

"That  heritage  is  central  to  all  of 
this,"  PC  president  John  Griffith  said. 
"This  worship  service  will  be  a  joyous 


reaffirmation  of  faith  and  reason,  as  well 
as  an  opportunity  to  mark  our  spiritual 
heritage." 

The  lore  behind  the  Kirkin'  celebra- 
tion is  rooted  in  18th  century  Scotland, 
when  clansmen  were  forbidden  to  wear 
the  tartans  of  their  particular  band.  In- 
stead, they  carried  small  swatches  of  tartan 
fabric  to  the  church  —  called  a  "kirk"  in 
the  Scottish  vernacular  —  for  a  hidden 
blessing. 

The  Oct.  23  service, 
part  of  the  college's 
Homecoming  weekend 
and  celebration  of  its 
125th  anniversary,  will 
not  be  so  covert. 

"There  will  be  peo- 
ple in  kilts  and  there 
will  be  tartans  and  ban- 
ners and  bagpipes  and 
drums,"  Griffith  said. 
"It  will  be  a  noisy,  joy- 
ous, and  fun  worship 
event." 

A  traditional  church 
picnic  on  the  college's 
West  Plaza  will  follow 
the  service,  giving  the 
community's  various 
"tartans"  an  opportu- 
nity to  gather  in  fellow- 
ship for  a  meal. 

Griffith  added  that 
the  Kirkin',  which  has 
been  planned  by  rep- 
resentatives from  all 
three  institutions  beloved  by  college 
founder  Dr.  William  Plumer  Jacobs,  is  a 
powerful  declaration  of  their  shared  heri- 
tage as  partners  who  found  a  higher  calling 
to  serve  people  of  all  ages. 

"I  think  it's  important  that  we  declare 
the  importance  of  our  faith  commit- 
ment —  to  declare  that  the  college  and 
Thornwell  and  the  church  are  alive  and 
well  in  our  current  endeavors,"  he  said. 
"The  Kirkin'  will  allow  us  to  celebrate  from 
whence  we've  come  and  who  we  are." 


After  celebrating  its  history  and  storied  past  this  fall,  the  college  also  will 
set  its  sight  on  the  future  at  a  Black  Tie  Fundraiser  on  Tuesday,  Nov.  8,  at 
the  Poinsett  Club  in  Greenville.  The  formal  event  —  at  $250  per  couple 

—  will  raise  funds  for  student  scholarships. 

Near  semester's  end,  Belk  Auditorium  will  once  again  come  alive  with 
the  sights  and  sounds  of  the  annual  "Christmas  at  PC"  program.  This  year's 
performance,  "That  Unlikely  Place,"  will  he  held  Saturday,  Dec.  3,  and  Sun- 
day, Dec.  4,  and  will  he  taped  for  multiple  December  broadcasts  on  South 
Carolina  Educational  Television. 

Kelly  said  she  hopes  the  125th  celebration  offers  numerous  opportunities 
not  only  for  the  college  community  to  cheer  the  existence  of  PC  —  but  also 
provides  chances  for  people  to  visit  and  be  a  part  of  it  all. 

"This  celebration  has  something  for  everyone  —  not  only  for  everyone 
who  works  or  teaches  or  lives  or  studies  here  but  also  for  the  townspeople, 
alumni,  friends,  and  parents,"  she  said.  "Being  here  for  125  years  is  quite 
a  remarkable  accomplishment  and  we're  proud  to  have  this  opportunity  to 
celebrate  our  past  and  look  forward  to  our  future." 

As  is  often  the  case  with  PC,  though,  its  attention  will  turn  this  fall  to 
its  people  —  those  who  make  PC  a  special  place  and  those  who  will  always 
love  it. 

Time  —  even  125  years  worth  —  doesn't  change  the  college's  relation- 
ship with  its  most  fundamental  resource  —  the  many  people  it  hopes  to  see 
this  fall  to  celebrate  together  a  worthy  undertaking. 

"No  matter  how  many  years  you've  been  away  or  how  much  we've  grown, 
you  still  fit  at  PC,"  said  Kelly.  "  It's  still  your  college.  So  many  of  our  alumni 
get  that  feeling  that  continues  across  generations  —  being  a  part  of  something 
wonderful  here  at  PC.  Once  you've  become  a  part  of  this  community,  you 
are  always  a  part  of  it.  The  college  will  always  recognize  you  as  one  of  its 
own." 

This  year,  in  particular,  the  college  will  shout  that  message  from  the 
rooftops. 

"PC  is  the  result  of  so  many,  many  people  who  have  given  so  much  to 
this  place,"  said  Griffith.  "This  year,  we're  going  to  celebrate  their  legacy  but 
we're  also  celebrating  those  leaders  —  the  faculty,  the  trustees,  the  donors 

—  who  always  come  together  to  create  PC." 

The  celebration  this  fall,  he  said,  will  be  a  time  for  the  college  to  "open 
up  and  show  people  this  shining  city  on  a  hill  so  they  see  what  we're  celebrat- 
ing. 

"This  fall,"  Griffith  declared,  "PC  is  going  to  shine." 
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GUIZHOU  UNIVERSITY 

DANCE  TROUPE  TO  PERFORM  DURING  125TH  CELEBRATION 


When  Presbyterian  College  established  a  relationship  with  Guizhou 
University  in  China,  it  promised  an  exchange  not  only  of  intellect  but  also  of 
culture. 

The  latter  will  be  evident  on  Sept.  1 7,  when  students  and  junior  faculty 
of  music  and  dance  from  the  Art  College  of  Guizhou  University  present  "The 
Plateau  of  Flowers  and  Songs,"  an  evening  of  Chinese  music  and  dance  in 
Belk  Auditorium. 

The  Clinton  performance  is  one  of  only  two  stops  for  the  group  on  its 
brief  U.S.  tour  —  an  opportunity,  according  to  troupe  director  Liu  Yan,  to  help 
Presbyterian  College  celebrate  its  125th  anniversary. 

Yan  said  the  group's  performance  will  represent  the  minority  ethnic 
groups  of  southwestern  China.  The  show  will  include  traditional  dances 
performed  by  the  Miao,  Dong,  and  Buyi  people.  Also  planned  are  works  for 
Chinese  piano  solo. 

The  show  at  Presbyterian  College  will  be  a  tune-up  for  the  group's 
October  performance  at  the  seventh  annual  China  Shanghai  International  Arts 
Festival,  a  month-long  festival  hosted  by  the  Ministry  of  Culture.  The  dancers 
performed  last  year  in  Hong  Kong  and  have  performed  throughout  China  for 
the  nation's  leaders.

Former  Blue  Hose  standout  Bill  Jolly  '50  to  be 
inducted  into  South  Carolina  Tennis  Hall  of  Fame 

When  Bill  Jolly  '50  picked  up  a  tennis  racquet  at  the  age  of  14  in  Union,  S.C,  little  did  he 
realize  the  lifelong  love  affair  he  would  have  with  the  sport. 

His  love  of  the  sport  was  recognized  in  June  when  Bill  was  selected  along  with  Ben  Varn  of 
Inman,  S.C,  as  a  2005  inductee  into  the  South  Carolina  Tennis  Hall  of  Fame.  The  two  will 
be  honored  at  the  South  Carolina  Tennis  Patrons  Foundation  Hall  of  Fame  Banquet  on  Hilton 
Head  Island  in  December.  Following  his  induction,  Bill's  portrait  will  hang  in  the  South  Carolina 
Tennis  Hall  of  Fame  located  in  Belton. 

"I  am  proud  to  announce  on  behalf  of  the  South  Carolina  Tennis  Patrons  Foundation  that 
Bill  Jolly  and  Ben  Varn  are  named  to  be  inducted  to  the  South  Carolina  Tennis  Hall  of  Fame," 
said  Rebecca  McPhee,  adult  competition  coordinator  and  marketing  specialist 
with  USTA  South  Carolina.  "These  amazing  men  join  the  40  past 
inductees  and  are  most  deserving  of  this  honor.  Their  impact 
on  tennis  in  South  Carolina  is  immeasurable,  with  over  130 
years  of  playing,  coaching  and  inspiring  between  them." 

Bill,  a  member  of  PC's  1947  state  championship  tennis 
team,  has  participated  in  tennis  in  South  Carolina  for  66 
years  as  a  player,  coach,  and  volunteer.  His  career  record 
includes  more  than  1,275  tournament  matches  in  singles 
and  doubles,  and  he  has  won  nearly  two-thirds  of  those 
matches.    He  has  been  victorious  in  170  of  281  tournament 
finals  in  which  he  has  participated. 

Perhaps  the  most  impressive  statistic  is  the  fact  that  he  won 
32  consecutive  state  championships  including  36  total  champi- 
onships. He  has  been  ranked  number  one  in  South  Carolina  12 
times  and  in  1996  he  was  honored  with  the  Male  Player  of  the 
Year  award  from  USTA  South  Carolina. 

Off  the  court,  Bill  has  been  a  member  of  the  USTA  South 
Carolina  board  of  directors,  as  well  as  the  South  Carolina  Tennis 
Patrons  Foundation  Board.  In  2003,  he  received  the  first  ever  Adopt- 
a-Court  grant  given  in  South  Carolina  and  renovated  public  tennis 
courts  in  Denmark.  Those  courts  were  named  in  Bill's  honor  in  2004 
—  the  same  year  he  accepted  the  USTA  South  Carolina  Community 
Service  award. 

"Coach  Jolly  is  instrumental  in  keeping  the  community  interested 
in  tennis,"  said  Annie  Bosler,  Bill's  former  student  who  nominated  him 
for  the  hall  of  fame  honor.  "His  heart  is  dedicated  to  the  sport  of  tennis 
for  life." 

The  South  Carolina  Tennis  Hall  of  Fame  was  dedicated  in  1984-  The  South 
Carolina  Tennis  Patrons  Foundation,  which  was  originally  organized  to  support  the 
Hall  of  Fame,  today  offers  grants  to  tennis  programs  and  activities  throughout 
the  state.    It  also  annually  awards  three  $1,500  college  scholarships  to 
junior  players  from  South  Carolina.

Georgia  coaches  honor 
Charlie  Davidson  '50 

Draw  up  a  list  of  football  coaches  with  ties 
to  Presbyterian  College  and  the  chances  are 
very  good  that  you  will  find  the  best  in  the 
profession. 

That  was  the  consensus  of  the  Georgia 
Athletic  Coaches  Association,  which  inducted 
Charles  V.  "Charlie"  Davidson  '50  into  the 
GACA  Hall  of  Fame  during  a  ceremony  in 
Dalton,  Ga.,  in  June. 

Davidson's  high  school  coaching  career 
spanned  more  than  three  decades  but  was  spent 
at  just  two  Georgia  schools  —  Washington- 
Wilkes  High  School  in  Washington  and  the 
Datlington  School  in  Rome.  He  holds  the 
distinction  of  being  the  winningest  football 
coach  in  the  history  of  both  schools  and  has 
been  inducted  into  both  schools'  halls  of 
fame. 

At  the  time  of  his  retirement  in  1984, 
Davidson  ranked  sixth  among  all-time  Georgia 
high  school  football  coaches  with  244  wins. 
His  football  teams  won  12  sub-region  champi- 
onships, nine  region  championships,  and  four 
state  championships. 

At  Washington- Wilkes,  Davidson  also  led 
his  golf  teams  to  12  region  championships  and 
two  state  championships.  The  Georgia  Senate 
honored  Davidson  for  his  work  with  the  young 
people  of  Georgia. 

He  also  has  been  honored  with  the  Bob 
Waters  Award,  PC's  top  award  for  alumni  who 
excel  in  the  coaching  profession.  The  award 
put  him  in  an  elite  group  that  includes  such 
coaches  as  John  McKissick,  Keith  Richardson, 
Art  Baker,  and  Allen  Morris.

George  A.  Baker  III  '56,  and  his  wife,  Vera 
Irene  Case  Baker,  at  two  events  in  Austin  in 
late  May. 

Friends,  colleagues,  and  graduates  of  the 
Community  College  Leadership  Program  in 
the  university's  College  of  Education  attended 
a  luncheon  in  the  Bakers'  honor  at  the  Hyatt 
Regency  Hotel,  as  well  as  at  an  old  fashion 
Texas  Fandango  at  the  Hilton  Hotel  later  that 
evening. 

The  Bakers'  daughter,  Allison  Anne 
Bailey,  and  her  thtee  children  honored  the 
couple  with  scholarship  donations  from  the 
Bakers'  three  adult  children  and  seven  grand- 
children.

Honestly,  Susan  Reynolds  '77  never  really 
knew  her  diploma  from  Presbyterian  College 
was  even  missing.  But  once  it  was  returned

The  2005  Cooper  River  Bridge  Run  in  Charles- 
ton was  a  special  one  to  many  participants  because 
they  knew  the  long-standing  Silas  N.  Pearman 
Bridge  connecting  Charleston  and  Mount  Pleasant 
would  give  way  to  a  state-of-the-art  bridge  in  mid- 
July. 

For  Jack  Hibbits  '98,  the  April  run  was  special 
because  it  was  the  opportunity  to  simply  make  a 
difference  —  again. 

Jack  was  profiled  in  a  2004  issue  of  Presbyterian 
College  Magazine  after  running  the  2004  race  blind- 
folded as  a  fundraiser  for  the  Association  for  the 
Blind.  Donors  rewarded  his  efforts  with  $13,000 
tor  the  non-profit  organization 

According  to  Cornelia  Pelzer,  executive  direc- 
tor of  the  Association  for  the  Blind,  those  funds 
helped  provide  in-home  vision  rehabilitation  treat- 
ment for  low-income  elderly  residents  with  severe 
vision  loss.  That  outcome  also  helped  Jack  establish 
two  goals  for  the  2005  race  —  raise  at  least  $20,000 
in  donations  and  to  beat  last  year's  time  of  one  hour 
and  20  minutes. 

As  the  race  date  approached,  a  third  goal 
emerged  for  Jack  —  to  have  a  friend  run  along  with 
him. 

"This  year  I  added  a  new  twist  to  the  story  by 
inviting  a  good  friend  of  mine  to  run  with  me.  Her 
name  is  Suzy  McGrane,  she  is  a  37-year-old,  two- 
time  cancer  survivor  from  Columbia,"  he  said.  "She 
recently  had  a  tumor  removed  from  behind  her  eye 
and  is  in  chemotherapy.  We  have  been  doing  lots 
of  fundraising  for  her  and  she  decided  to  reciprocate 
our  efforts  by  running  alongside  us  in  the  run.  Now 
her  being  in  chemo  limited  her  ability  to  run,  so  she 
walked  the  majority  of  the  race,  but  she  is  truly  an 


inspiration  to  everyone  and  has  a  remarkable  story 
to  tell." 

The  news  media  listened. 

"The  coverage  this  year  turned  into  a  circus 
with  all  the  major  TV  and  radio  stations  covering 
it,"  Jack  recalled.  "Last  year  was  cool;  this  year 
was  amazing.  I  was  basically  doing  one  or  two 
interviews  a  day  leading  up  to  the  run.  We're 
very  appreciative  of  all  the  media  and  their  over- 
whelming interest.  It  made  our  campaign  into  a 
household  name." 

Jack's  idea  for  the  blindfolded  run  was  in- 
spired by  hip  hop  star  Sean  "P  Diddy"  Combs, 
who  ran  in  the  New  York  City  Marathon  to  raise 
money  tor  New  York  schools.  Combs'  effort  was 
dubbed  "Diddy  runs  the  City,"  so  Jack  launched 
his  own  "Hibby  Runs  the  City"  team  and  website 
(Hibbyrunsthecity.net). 

The  campaign  wasn't  a  stretch  tor  Jack,  who 
works  in  the  family  insurance  business  with  his 
father  Rob  Hibbits  '68.  He  simply  drew  on  his  PC 
experiences  and  discovered  another  community 
willing  to  assist  others. 

"The  community  involvement  here  in 
Charleston  has  been  great,"  he  said.  "It  reminds 
me  of  PC.  The  lessons  learned  and  the  values  1 
inherited  by  the  PC  experience  remain  fast  and 
are  forever  a  part  of  my  life." 

With  two  successful  campaigns  behind  him 
and  his  teats  spread  across  the  low-country,  Jack  is 
taced  with  the  obvious  question:  how  to  top  this 
at  the  2006  run?

One  of  Presbyterian  College's  most  faithful  servants  was  laid  to  rest  this 
summer  when  Hugh  Shockley  Jacobs  died  June  17  at  the  age  of  85. 

A  native  of  Clinton,  Jacobs  was  the  son  of  former  PC  president 
William  Plumer  Jacobs  II  and  the  great-grandson  of  the  college's  founder. 

A  veteran  of  World  War  II,  he  served  in  the  U.S.  Army  infantry  and  earned 
the  rank  of  major.  In  34  months  overseas,  he  served  in  England,  North  Africa, 
and  in  the  Italian  Campaign.  In  Italy,  he  received  the  Bronze  Star  for  Valor, 
the  Combat  Infantry  Badge,  the  Purple  Heart,  and  the  ETO  Campaign  Ribbon 
with  three  campaign  stars. 

Returning  to  Clinton  after  the  war,  he  became  co-owner  and  president  of 
Jacobs  Press  and  was  a  noted  community  leader  and  businessman.  Among  his 
many  civic  activities,  Jacobs  was  president  of  the  Clinton  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce and  organized  Clinton's  first  Community  Chest  in  1953.  He  also  served 
as  chairman  of  the  Clinton  Planning  Commission,  which  developed  the  city's 
first  zoning  ordinance.  In  1984,  he  was  elected  to  Laurens  County  Council  and 
served  as  its  chairman  for  four  years. 

PC  president  Dr.  John  Griffith  remembers  Jacobs  for  his  ability  to  lead. 

"Hugh  Jacobs  had  a  keen  understanding  of  the  human  condition,"  he  said. 
"I  saw  this  at  work  in  numerous  encounters  with  deeply  committed  people  con- 
cerned about  a  particular  issue.  He  would  place  the  issue  in  proper  perspective 
and  then  help  all  see  it  clearly.  Inevitably  this  gift  led  to  solid  decisions." 

Griffith  said  he  also  will  remember  Jacobs  for  his  great  sense  of 
humor. 

"He  loved  to  laugh  and  loved  to  make  others  laugh,"  Griffith  said.  "One  of 
his  great  gifts  was  storytelling.  No  one  could  tell  a  story  like  Hugh.  The  punch 
line  came  with  a  twinkle  in  his  eyes,  a  flush  in  his  rosy  cheeks,  and  a  clear  love 
for  the  mystery  of  those  created  in  God's  image." 

Jacobs  was  an  active  member  of  First  Presbyterian  Church  in  Clinton.  He 
was  an  elder  emeritus  of  the  church  and  served  as  president  of  the  Men's  Work 
in  the  Synod  of  South  Carolina,  as  moderator  of  the  Synod  of  South  Carolina 
and  as  a  member  of  the  General  Assembly's  Board  of  Christian  Education. 

A  former  president  of  the  PC  Alumni  Association  and  a  member  of  the 
college's  board  of  trustees,  Jacobs  was  awarded  the  honorary  Doctor  of  Humane 
Letters  in  1992. 

"Hugh  Jacobs  was  at  once  a  humble  and  proud  man,"  Griffith  said.  "This 
was  most  obvious  to  me  with  regard  to  his  Blue  Hose  heritage.  He  told  me  once 
that  he  didn't  appreciate  family  members  who  carried  William  Plumer  Jacobs  on 
their  sleeves.  He  was  not  that  kind  of  man.  And  yet,  it  was  always  clear  that 
he  was  very  proud  of  PC.  He  loved  this  place  with  all  of  his  heart  and  mind." 

Jacobs'  daughter,  the  Rev.  Edna  Jacobs  Banes  of  Richmond,  Va.,  is  a  1971 
graduate  of  PC.  His  brother,  William  P.  Jacobs  III  graduated  from  PC  in 
1940.

Longtime  PC  faculty  member  Allen  King  loved  students  and  the  written  word 


A  legacy  of  inspiration,  high  intellectual  standards,  and 
a  lifelong  love  of  the  written  word  were  left  for  Presbyterian 
College  when  the  community  learned  this  summer  that  one 
of  its  beloved  former  faculty  members  had  passed  away. 

Professor  emeritus  of  English  S.  Allen  King  died  on 
June  30  in  Greenwood,  S.C.,  after  a  long  struggle  with 
emphysema.  He  was  82  years  old. 

He  is  survived  by  his  wife,  Yvonne,  who  was  a  member 
of  PC's  modem  foreign  language  department  from  1967  to 
1985. 

"Allen  was  one  of  a  handful  of  PC's  most  legendary  dis- 
tinguished faculty  figures,"  said  vice  president  for  academic 
affairs  Dr.  David  Gillespie  upon  learning  of  King's  death. 
"Legions  of  alumni,  along  with  faculty  and  staff  who  served 
with  him,  will  remember  and  love  him  for  all  the  days  of 
our  lives." 

A  graduate  of  the  University  of  Georgia  -  where  he 
earned  a  bachelor's  degree  in  chemistry  before  earning  his 
master's  in  English  -  King  served  in  the  U.S.  Army  Air 
Corps  during  World  War  II.  He  did  his  post-graduate  work 
at  the  University  of  North  Carolina  in  Chapel  Hill;  took 
a  six-week  course  in  British  novel  at  Exeter  College  at 
Oxford  University  in  England;  attended  the  Yeats  Summer 
School  in  Sligo  in  Ireland;  and  twice  attended  the  Faulkner 
Conference  in  Oxford,  Miss. 

King  began  his  teaching  career  at  Pine  Street  School  in 
Spartanburg,  S.C.,  where  he  taught  a  year  before  returning 
to  his  home  state  ot  Georgia  to  teach  seven  years  at  Dar- 
lington School  in  Rome.  He  also  taught  courses  in  English 
literature  at  Lander  University  and  Piedmont  Technical 
College  in  Greenwood.  By  far,  though,  his  career  as  an 
educator  was  dominated  by  PC,  where  he  taught  English 
from  1959  until  his  retirement  in  1985.

Upon  retiring,  colleagues  recognized  King  for  inspiring 
generations  of  students  to  appreciate  world  and  modern 
iterature  -  particularly  that  of  William  Faulkner-and  also 
tor  his  scholarship  on  providing  the  English  department  with 
its  Haivlbook  of  Grammar  and  Usage.  He  also  was  remem- 
bered for  his  high  standard  of  social  commitment  through 


his  service  on  the  college's  minority  concerns  committee  and  his 
work  with  the  homeless  and  indigent. 

A  volunteer  at  the  Soup  Kitchen  and  a  homeless  shelter  in 
Atlanta,  Ga.,  King  also  served  on  the  advisory  board  of  the  Up- 
per Savannah  Health  District.  His  travels  included  many  visits  to 
England  and  France  and  also  to  Estonia,  Russia,  Malta,  Mexico, 
Candada,  and  Martinique. 

Memorials  to  King  may  be  made  the  Allen  S.  King  Scholarship 
Fund  at  PC.  The  fund  was  initiated  in  1992  to  provide  scholarship 
assistance  to  English  majors  with  financial  need.
